Yachting with the influential, or swimming with the women was 
Franklin’s style. His new age philosphies made him very tolerant of 
homosexuals and lesbians, his romances and affairs with different 
women, his marriage of convenience tells the ages of his views on 
morals and the family. Strangely, it might seem to many that the 
newspapers and media of the day never exposed this side of 
Franklin’s character, but in the twenties and thirties, if an important 
person was a friend of the owners of the media outlet, those things 
were just not said. 


NWO STARTS WITH LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


The Great War was over, the US was the the only real 
winner, The Russian Revolution was in its prime, 
Woodrow Wilson had created the League of Nations but 
had failed to convince the American Congress and the 
public at large, the need for them to be a part of it. This 
ruined the best laid plans of the world’s manipulators. 
Without the United States, it was a toothless tiger, the 
world’s biggest economy would not participate in the 
first attempt of the New World Order to form a front new 
world government. They were disappointed, and it}, 
would take a world depression and another world war to 
force nations to give up their individual sovereign rights 
and powers, to give allegiance to a world force in the open, 
and not behind the doors of the international banks. 


PROTECTED THE COMMIES..... 


With the Russian Revolution, and the International socialists pushing 
for revolution in every country, Rear Admiral Robinson, one of 
Franklin’s employees, discharged machinists because they were 
socialists, he was concerned about security in the naval dock yards; this 
was quite credible at the time, Socialists were throwing a lot of bombs 
at public installations all over the world. Franklin wrote to him saying, 
“Now my dear Admiral, neither you nor I can fire a man because he 
happens to be a Socialist. It so happens, that the Socialist Party has a 
place on the official ballot in almost every state in the union.” He did 
not mention that the other parties were not throwing bombs at the time 
and that naval dockyards are very sensitive installations when it comes 
to sabotage, bombs and flames. 


At about this time, there was a move to remove Professor Harold Laski 
from his teaching job at Harvard University. Franklin was one of the 
Harvard overseers and had to listen to the complaints from the parents 
and other ex-students that Laski was advocating the taking of power by 
a proletarian minority as a remedy for existing social conditions, and.. 

“Tf Laski was teaching mathematics, the argument of academic freedom 
would have some force, but he teaches our sons, not mathematics, but 
government, and what reverence for our government and institutions 
can a Bolshevik teach? Is it not like selecting an atheist to teach our 





boys religion?” Franklin acted like a true politician and put the problem 
toacommittee. Professor Laski was interviewed by the overseers board 
at a downtown club, He was asked if he believed in bloody revolution 
and answered, “Do I look as if Ido?” The dapper and urbane looking 
twenty-five year old drew some laughs from the overseers and then all 
the overseers, including Franklin, took him to dinner. In the lampoon 
magazine editorials, it reported, “From the Firtski to the Laski, he’s a 
Red!” Professor Laski left in 1920 to teach at the London School of 
Economies and Politics, the finishing school for Rhodes Scholars, 
which was financed and established by the Fabians, Sydney and 
Beatrice Webb/Potter. Professor Laski became a noted political 
economist, Chairman of the British Labour Party and a friend for life of 
President Franklin D, Roosevelt, 


~-AND THE POOFTERS 


Meanwhile Franklin was embroiled in a dispute over returning 
convicted sodomists to serve in ships instead of receiving a 
dishonourable discharge. Franklin, as Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
had personally, on April 12th 1919, restored to the service, ten men 
convicted of immoral acts and sodomy. He had published in the Army 
Navy Journal, an article stating, “ The younger Navy officers, 
particularly the commanders of destroyers, have taken the view that 
every chance should be given to those guilty of infractions to expiate, 
in a Navy atmosphere, their derelictions, and have an opportunity of 
coming back into the service. They have held that every way should be 
open to the enlisted man to come back to the ship a better man for having

learned his lessons. (Franklin, or is it Clinton?) This was repudiated by 
Captain J.K. Taussig, commander of a destroyer, who knew this to be 
false, and knew that the other Captains felt the same way. He said, "The 
good men of the ships must, of necessity, owing to the intimate way of 
living on board, and the requirements of working in the same confined 
spaces, associate to a more or less extent with these moral perverts, and 
thereby be exposed to contamination", A court of inquiry was called 
for, but Josephus Daniels, Franklin’s boss, stepped in and protected 
Franklin, even though he knew that Franklin had been trying to oust him 
and steal his position for years. 


CORRPUTING PATRIOTIC YOUNG MEN 


The next problem was the “Ladies of Newport Scandal” a group of 
homosexuals, led by the military Chaplain, Samuel N. Kent, He picked 
up lonely young sailors and took them back to the parish house, 
Franklin had been involved in the entrapment by signing at least twenty 
orders setting up a Section ‘A’, who employed forty one naval recruits 
between the ages of sixteen and nineteen, to allow homosexual acts to 
be committed on them. They obtained sixteen cases, one being Chaplain 
Kent. Then it came out in open court, that these teenagers had been 
ordered to submit themselves to these immoral acts in order to obtain 
evidence. It was felt that the methods used by the Navy to prove the 
convictions was as odious as the guilt of Kent and his ring. 
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I DUNN SOMETHING FOR YOU NOW! 


There was a Court of Inquiry, headed by Admiral Herbert Dunn. 
Franklin had just done him a big favour, he had written to House of 
Representative member, Henry Flood of Virginia, to recommend a 
nephew of Dunn’s wife for a naval academy appointment which the 
young man obtained. The Dunn Inquiry was a snow job, and found 
that it was just unfortunate and ill advised that Franklin Roosevelt, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, either directed or permitted the use of 
enlisted personnel to investigate perversion. Very mild, it then went to 
a Senate Committee. It found that Franklin Roosevelt had lied to the 
Dunn Court. The Senate Report was shocked that young boys,

immature and inexperienced, who, because of their patriotism and the 
patriotism of their parents, had responded to the call of their country to 
defend their flag and their homes, had then been sent out to have their 
bodies polluted, which they would regret to their dying day. 


The man directly responsible for this ‘most deplorable disgraceful and 
unnatural proceeding’, the man who had set up Section ‘A’, signed the 
orders and condoned the entrapment of homosexuals by enlisted men, 
was the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Franklin D. Roosevelt. He had 
stumbled, but he was not out! He had an open hearing before the Senate 
and blamed it all on the Republicans as dirty politics, and thathad caused 
his unfair treatment. 


8 YEARS IN POLITICS AND NOMINATED 
FOR VICE-PRESIDENT 


The 1920 Presidential Elections were due and it was rumoured that 
Franklin would be on the ticket for the Vice Presidency. Daniels 
ordered the flagship, New Mexico, and the battle ship, New York to San 
Francisco for the Democratic Convention. Nothing like taking a 
powerful delegation. Daniels stayed on the New Mexico, and Franklin 
made the New York his headquarters. It was only eight years since 
going to his first convention, when he wasn’t even a delegate, and this 
time he was on the ticket. Walter Lippman of the New Republic (his 
articles were repeated in dailies throughout the USA), said, “Your 
nomination is the best news in many a long day. When cynics ask what 
is the use, we can answer that when political parties can pick a man like 





Franklin Roosevelt, there is a decent future in politics.” Beauty is in the 
eye of the beholder though. Walter Lippman had been the founder of 
the American Fabian Society in 1905, at first it was called the 
Tntercollegiate Socialist Society, then it was called the Students for a 
Democratic Society, then it was called the League for Industrial 
Democracy. Walter was the official spokesman for the Round 
Table/Eastern Establishment for many years, in 1918 he had been the 
Official spokesman on the fourteen points of the League of Nations from 
Woodrow Wilson to the British government, so it’s not suprising that 
he got on well with Franklin. 


Nominations were the three-time-Governor of Ohio, James Fox for 
President, and Franklin for Vice-President; he was picked because of 
his famous name and Franklin had made 
the name familiar in his war-time post of 
running the Navy. The incumbent 
president had tried his hardest to get the 
USA to join the League of Nations but 
the Senate and Congress had thrown it 
out. Wilson was standing down through 
illness and disappointment, but the 
Democratic Party were determined to 
support the League of Nations and 
considered the presidential elections 
would give them the mandate to proceed 
with the USA entry into the first world 
government. The American people were 
not interested in any more European 
involvement, they had, in their minds, 
suffered enough for world peace. 
Franklin hoped for victory but when the 
results came through it was a landslide 
for the Republicans. Harding and 
Coolidge won 61 percent of the popular 
vote. 





WHAT'S IN A NAM 


Franklin bowed out and said he would go 
back to law practice and make more money, 
the election result was not that much of a surprise and in sixty days of 
campaigning, he had put his name on the national election scene, all he 
had to do was to wait until next time, he knew his time would come. 


His name was an asset to any legal company, he didn’t work too hard 
but the name brought in the big accounts. Van Lear Black made him 
vice-president of Fidelity and Deposit Company with a salary of 
$25,000 per year (in to-days money that would equate to at least a 
million a year), he was a Harvard overseer, he was chairman of the 
Lighthouses Committee, the Blind Committee, president of the Navy 
Club and the New York Boy Scouts Council - he led a very public life! 
He sailed Van-Lear Black’s yacht for his holidays and led the life of a 
playboy. 


DOWN 





In August 1921, he was struck down with polio. In 1924, at thirty 
nine, he had lost the use of his legs; after being sick for years he had got 
over the illness, but had not made any improvement except learning to 
cope with the problems better. On 28th May 1923, he had a medical; 
his arms, face and neck were normal; his bowel, bladder and sexual 
functions were normal; his abdominal muscles were weak; his ability 
to flex from the hips was poor; from the waist down, he remained 
paralysed; his toes showed no more than a trace of motion. 
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ss BUT NOT OUT 


Franklin bravely went back to work, mainly for Fidelity and Deposit 
in the insurance market. Why did they employ him, a man with hardly 
any experience? Only because he knew everyone, he could call the 
mayor or the governor and they would always 
take his calls. His major customers were the 
trade unions whom he had dealt with as 
Assistant Secretary to the Navy. To 
Congressman J A Maher he wrote, “Iam going 
to take advantage of our old friendship and ask 
you if you can help me out any in an effort to 
get ‘Fidelity’ and Contract Bonds from the 
powers that be in Brooklyn. There are a large 
number of bonds which every city official has 
to give, and I am in hope that some of my old 
friends will be willing to remember me, I 
assure you, the favour will not soon be 
forgotten.” 


Maher didn’t forget him, he alone wrote one 
subway bond which gave a premium of $25,000 
per year. That favour was not forgotten; in 
1937, Maher was broken by medical bills and 
Franklin asked Francis Perkins to find him a job 
as a labor councillor, Aside from Fidelity and 
Deposit work, Franklin was always on the 
lookout for investments, profits were paramount 
and he was always willing to make money out 


of other peoples misfortune, such as 
foreclosures. 

rks for me!” 
PLAYING HIS ADVANTAGE [W“¢ "0risJorme 


In 1924, Franklin ran the nomination campaign for Al Smith. Al was 
the Governor of New York, and wanted the democratic nomination for 
president. Franklin did a competent job, and Al even asked Franklin to 
make his nomination speech, of course Franklin accepted. The speech 
‘was so good, that in a little more than half an hour, he had done more 
to enhance his national reputation than he had in the seven years in the 
Navy. He awoke the democrats to the realisation that his crutches were 
an asset, not a handicap, and that he was available again for political 
position. Top democrats were predicting that he would be on the ticket 
in 1928, they had leamed the lesson that his political future did not 
depend on walking again, his condition was an advantage. Because he 
could not walk, his public appearances were small dramas. Would he 
make it? How courageous he was! What determination! The New York 
banker, Jedediah Tingle (pseudonym), said, “His very crutches have 
helped him to the stature of the gods”. Al Smith missed out on the 
nomination and John W Davis was put on the ticket instead, but 
Coolidge, the republican, won with ease. 


RUN WITH THE FOx.... 


In 1926 he was cruising and fishing with Cynthia and Oswald Mosely. 
Cythia was the daughter of Lord Curzon, (member of the Rhodes/Milner 
Round Table ring), Oswald was a socialist and a member of the Fabian 
Society. There is no evidence that he ever changed his spots or his mind, 
he came from an English aristocratic family that had been around since 
William the Conqueror, and like the Anthony Blunts, Victor 
Rothschilds, the Burgess and the McLeans, was infatuated with 
socialism. Oswald was in the British Labor Party and held a seat for 
them for years. Later Oswald Mosley became infamous as a supporter 
of Hitler and Mussolini, and led the British Union of Fascists - he had 
not changed sides, national socialism and fascism were all socialism. 
Oswald was still dedicated until his death in 1980 when he was 

































eightyfour, he outlived all his contemporaries. Franklin thought they 
were a delightful couple. Mosley shot a seventy-nine pound hammer 
shark after it had been hooked. He had a great time the Carribean, was 
a long way from the cold and grime of the industrial North of England 
where his family estate was. Franklin and Oswald Mosley had a lot in 
common, both were from the old rich establishment and both were 
pseudo-socialist who, whilst making the noises that the masses 
wanted to hear, listened with great intent to the orders from their 
super capitalist masters. 


«AND HUNT WITH THE HOUNDS 


George Foster Peabody, (the first director of the Federal Reserve 
Bank who had held that position until 1921, and was an enthusiastic 
supporter of communism and the Russian revolution, wrote to 
Norman Thomas, “I have always been most sympathetic to 
individual socialist aspirations. I have particularly observed the 
Fabian system of England, with hopeful anticipation.” He was of 
the Peabody family that we mentioned early in this article regarding 
their connections to the Rothschilds and the Rockefellers), 
suggested that Franklin should try rehabilitation in a run-down resort 
he owned, but had not paid for in a foreclosure deal, in Georgia, 
known for its beneficial water. Franklin tried it for six weeks, and 
liked it so much that he bought it from George. George didn’t mind 
a bit, he sold it to Franklin at double the price and he hadn’t paid for 
it himself yet. 






Franklin still supported Al Smith as the only hope for the Democrats 
in the 1928 presidential elections. Al Smith, in his capacity as 
Governor of New York, gave Franklin the job as Chairman of 
Taconic State Park Commission. He didn’t particularly want the 
job, but he wanted to keep in the newspapers, especially in New York. 


SEXUAL FREEDOM 


Franklin had stopped having close family relations with Eleanor from 
1916 onwards, and even though he was in a wheel chair, sexually he 
was normal. After the polio attack, his mobility in chasing the young 
girls around town was a bit limited, so he was looked after in that 
department by Missy Lehand, another social secretary. Eleanor built a 
cottage on the Roosevelt Estate at Hyde Park and she lived there with 
Marion Dickerman and Nancy Cook. Nancy had a deep voice, curly 
cropped hair and wore mannish suits and flat shoes. Eleanor’s son, 
Elliott, put it this way, “Eleanor had a sort of compulsion to associate 
with fellow sufferers in frustration, women like herself, who had found 
it impossible to get along with the opposite sex... her sensibilities were 
not tuned to sexual attraction of any kind, whether it existed between a 
man and a woman or between members of the same sex. On the strength 
of their appearance and knowledge of their living patterns, I suspect that 
some of the women, all dead now, who flattered my unwitting mother 
with their attention, were active lesbians.” Another active lesbian 
couple that Eleanor grew close to, was Elizabeth F Read, who became 
her personal lawyer, and Esther Lape, a teacher who was active in the 
League of Womens Voters. 


Franklin's daughter, Anna, graduated from Chapin. Her grandmother, 
Franklin’s mother, took Anna on a tour of Italy and called in on family 
friends, the Pope and Mussolini -nothing like introductions to the rich 
and famous for a nice start in life! 


AJ Smith wanted to run for president in 1928 and wanted the 
support of Franklin, so he nominated Franklin to his position of 
Governor and suggested that Herbert Lehman would gladly run as 
Lieutenant Governor (second in command). 
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BACK TO BIG BANKERS 


Herbert Lehman was a partner in Lehman Brothers, International 
bankers. With Franklin’s assistance, Al Smith was made the democratic 
candidate for the Presidential election but lost in the worst defeat to the 
Republicans since the Civil War, but Franklin won the Governorship of

New York, voters had split their tickets and put Hoover for President 
and Franklin for Governor. This put Franklin in the senior elected 
position in the Democratic Party, his place on the next presidential ticket 
was now assured. Herbert Lehman was Lieutenant Governor and filled 
in for Franklin when he was away. Franklin called him ‘my good right 
arm’. (When Nikita Khrushchev, dictator of the USSR called in to New 
York years later in 1959, he met Herbert Lehman for dinner at W Averell 
Harrimann’s house, The next time he visited the USA was in 1960, then 
he stayed with Eleanor Roosevelt at Hyde Park, We can only guess 
what they all had in common.) 


FINAL STEP BEFORE THE PRESIDENCY 


In 1930, Franklin faced the polls again for the Governorship and won 
with a majority of 725,000; this again made him a stronger choice than 
ever for the 1933 presidential elections. Henry Morganthau Snr met 
Bernard Baruch at the Woodrow Wilson Foundation Meeting held at 
the office of Raymond Fosdick. and attempted to bring Bernard over to 
Franklin’s side, but at that time, 1930, he didn’t want to support him for 
president. The only major opposition Franklin had, was from John J 
Raskob, who had plenty of money from the Duponts and General 
Motors, Rothschild’s agents had bought into these businesses years 
before and used them as fronts. This was the start of the Liberty League 
that was formed to act as Franklin’s.opposition, but all they achieved 
was to give him a stage to do his stuff. The Liberty League was started 
by a $325,000 grant from Pierre and Irenee Dupont, it was also financed 
by the bank of J P Morgan, the Rockefellers, J Howard Pew and William 
Knudsen, who was later appointed to a government position by 
Franklin. The backers of the Liberty League, who were calling his staff 
(most probably correctly) communists, were also members of the 
American International Corporation, which had been formed to prevent 
the economy of the Soviet Union from collapsing in the early twenties. 
Tt was one of the most successful political hoaxes in the history of 
politics, but has been repeated in other countries in other circumstances 
since. 


Franklin never had to resist any other opposition for the rest of his 
political career. At the very time that this was going on, Franklin’s son, 





FD Roosevelt jnr was courting Ethel Dupont, the daughter of Eugene 
Dupont, who was one of the most active members of the Liberty League. 
This was the wedding of the year and made the front cover on Time 
magazine. The wedding was presided over by Mr Endicott Peabody. 


BACK TO THE NAZIS 


The governorship was the first, but most important step, to the 
Presidency, and Franklin used it to the hilt. He was making new friends 
daily and attracting national attention as a Presidential candidate, but 
could still deny that he was going for it. The first important Democrat 
to come out on his side in public was a great friend, Senator Burton K 
Wheeler of Montana. He helped to off-balance the Dupont/Raskob 
sham opposition. He was a close confidant of Franklin’s but in 1941, 
he was forced to admit in the Senate, that he had used his free mail 
concession as a senator to send out over a million envelopes containing 
German Nazi propaganda. He also had access to US top secrets and had 
been passing them on to the Germans for years. The British confirmed 
it through the code breaking machine ‘Ultra’ at Betchely Park, UK, he 
had been fed false information and they waited until it was confirmed 
by German communication. What a friend for Franklin, but never an 
enemy. 


THE RAGS TO RICHES TEAM 


IP Warburg, from the famous banking family, who’s uncle had been 
the German Minister of Finance during World War I, and his father had 
created the US Federal Reserve Bank and had been a director of it during 
World War I, had become a friend of Franklins and he was appointed 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury in the first Roosevelt 
Administration. Another member of the team was Guy Tugwell, an 
economics professor from Columbia. He was an expert on agriculture, 
had been with the League of Industrial Democracy, and in 1927, went 
to the USSR for two months with other intellectual trade unionists. He 
was impressed with their long range centralised planning and crop 
limitations. This group of friends and advisers became known as the 
Brains Trust. Another of the new team was Adolf A Berle, another 
financial expert from Columbia University. He was eventually 
Franklin’s Assistant Secretary of State, and was another supporter of 
National Socialist Germany. In early 1941, before the USA was in the 
war officially, a German awaiting naturalisation had offered 
information on Nazi activities in the US. An official confidential report 
had gone to him regarding the fifteen German companies that were 
operating for Hitler under the guise of commercial cover, I G Farben 
was one of these companies. The report covered the details of the 
directors of the company who endorsed the Nazi Party because it 
opposed free enterprise, and it encouraged slave labour camps in order 
to make the production more efficient and cheaper to market. The man 
and the report were turned away by Berle himself as he did not want to 
support any anti-German activity. 


KEEPING IT IN THE CLUB 


Colonel House was a regular visitor and supporter of Franklins at this 
time, he saw Franklin as his new protege. Wilson had gone far but not 
far enough. He had only backed two presidents and both had ended 
their presidencies in world wars and both attempted to bring in world 
government, ie. Wilson - League of Nations; Roosevelt -United 
Nations, and House had written a prophesising book, ‘Phillip Dru 
‘Administrator’, which laid out the same scenario. 


The Council on Foreign Relations had purchased a mansion for 
its headquarters at 45 East 65th Street, New York, next door to 
Franklin. Colonel House, the founder of this organisation, lived 
two blocks away. He visited Franklin every day in 1932, as he 
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was building his presidential campaign, and spent time 
holidaying on Roosevelt’s yacht. 


Bernard Baruch had offered $50,000 to help with Franklin’s campaign 
and it was accepted. Some of the Brains Trusters including Tugwell, 
were worried that Franklin was selling out to Wall Street. They were 
not aware yet that it was all the same - Wall = 
Street, Communism, Fascism, but they] 
probably learned as they went along. They] 
were all political novices except for 
Franklin, he had the knack of using every, 
situation for his own benefit, even the 
wheelchair, 


THE BONUS MARCHERS 


He even used the Bonus Marchers for his| 
own benefit. In 1924, Congress had passed 
the Adjusted Compensation Act to pay| 
servicemen for the time they had spent away, 
from home during the First World War - 
they would be given an insurance policy that} 
they could cash twenty years after its issue 
in 1925, but in the thick of the depression, 
the veterans did not want to wait until 1945, 
they could have starved to death before 
1945, they wanted their bonus now. In May 
1932, the year before Franklin was elected] 
President, a Bill in the House that was 
supposed to give it to them was shelved. On May 20th, 250 men from 
Portland in Oregon, decided to go to Washington by freight train and 
protest. Their numbers swelled along the way until they became the 
Bonus Army, the men who had marched behind Pershing in World War 
I, now camped in the capital. 








It turned into a shanty town, mushrooming every day on the banks of 
the Anacostia River in Maryland. President Hoover at first provided 
them with tents, mattresses, food and medical supplies. The house voted 
again on the issues and 8,000 veterans waited outside, the vote went 
against them 62 to 18. They didn’t riot, they just returned back to their 
camps, most of them had nowhere else to go anyway. Hoover ordered 
the camps to be evacuated on July 28th. Chief of Staff Douglas 
MacArthur led the troops, assisted by Major Dwight D Eisenhower and 
Captain George Patton. Tanks rumbled down Pennsylvania Avenue, 
(shades of Tiannamen Square), cavalrymen attacked the tent dwellings 
with drawn sabres and the infantry used tear gas. In the ensuing battle 
the tents were bumt and two veterans were killed. In the New York 
Times on 29th July, it had pictures of the soldiers tramping through 











smoking tear gas and debris, dragging off the veterans, who were 
weeping from the gas. There was another picture, a picture of General 
MacArthur, resplendent in field uniform and medals, surveying the 
scene of battle and smiling. After that, Franklin knew that Hoover 
would notbe re-elected. Franklin did not approve of the veterans getting 
their bonus money, but he had contacted them and told them he would 
_. pay for free transport to New York and he 
would give them a job. Of course, the 
press loved that and it made Franklin look 
the hero, he knew that hardly any of the 
veterans would break ranks from their 
comrades-in-arms and it would cost him 
nothing. When it was over, he made the 
+} Bonus Marches the theme of his campaign 
|} and it ensured his victory. 
























THE LAST LEG 


Walter Lippman again, was writing 
i] accolades in his columns about what a 
great guy Franklin was, and ended with, “I 
shall vote cheerfully for Governor 
Roosevelt.” At the 1932 Democratic 
Convention, Franklin won the first three 
ballots with majorities, (some of these 
nominations go to the 30 ballots) but he 
needed 75% majority to win, The young 
illionaire Joseph , Kennedy,(father of 
ohn, Jack & Teddy) a Roosevelt supporter, 

phoned William Randolph Hearst, the 
newspaper magnate, and told him that if he didn’t support Roosevelt, 
and Roosevelt lost, that Baker would win and Hearst did not like Baker, 
Hearst dictated a message to his Washington correspondent, George 
Rothwell Brown, this told him to tell one of the other nominees at the 
convention, John Nance Garner from Texas, to give his voting block to 
Roosevelt.

A TEMPORARY FAREWELL? 


As stated at the beginning, this will probably be the last 
newsletter by Liberty for the moment. The forces of evil, Global, 
are closing in on the few remaining resistance groups, and the 


people appear doomed to everlasting slavery. = 
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“For this campaign, I see so very ill a prospect that I am 
extremely out of heart” wrote John Churchill, the first Duke of 
Marlborough, to his wife, Sarah on 20th February 1704. 


John Churchill was born in Devon in 1650, the son of a royalist 
squire. Throughout his life he was an opportunist. He came to 
the Stuart court as a young man, through the influence of his 
sister Arabella, then mistress of the Duke of York who was later 
to become James II, and he became the lover of Lady 
Castlemaine, the mistress of Charles I]. However he saw service 
on the battlefield as well as the bedroom, fighting in Tangier in 
1668, at the naval battle of Sole Bay in 1672 and in the service 
of Louis XIV of France as a junior officer under Marshal 
Turrenne. In 1674 he married Sarah Jennings, a lady-in-waiting 
and close friend of the future Queen, Anne. Churchill was 
created the first Earl of Marlborough in 1689 but it was the death 
of William of Orange in 1702, leaving Anne on the throne, that 
gave Marlborough real power. 


FRANCE - THE TRADITIONAL FOE 


England was a member of the allies which called themselves 
the ‘Alliance’, along with Holland and the Hapsburgs, monarchs 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire. France, under King Louis XIV, 
was the enemy bent on European domination (the World, as they 
Saw it then). At the time of the Duke’s letter, the “Alliance” was 
on the verge of collapse. The elector of Bavaria had just changed 
sides and gone over to Louis XIV, he was put out because the 
Hapsburgs would not promote him from elector to king and he 
thought that he would have a better chance of it with Louis and 


France. Louis XIV prepared to converge on Vienna, the capital 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire, which also had a revolution in 
Hungary to contend with, and another invasion from Italy which 
was being fomented and organised by Louis XIV. 





The Dutch were pinned down in the Netherlands by Louis’ 
Marshal Villeroi and a French army. It was no wonder the Duke 
was not looking forward to his usual summer campaign in 
Europe this year! The bickering in the Alliance amongst the 
Austrians, Dutch and British was reaching a peak as their 
setbacks caused each one of them to blame it on the other two. 
The Dutch were convinced that the static defence of their borders 
was the only way. The Duke of Marlborough had been trying to 
convince them that the French would only leave their borders if 
they had big problems elsewhere. Basically, each European 
country wanted the British army to save them, and ignore the 
other member of the alliance. 

Louis’ ambitions, stratagems and constant wars of expansion 
had been causing intense trouble for the previous thirty-five 
years. He had adopted the motto: ‘Nec Pluribus Impar’ - ‘Not 
Unequal to Many’ and had a track record of diplomatic and 
military victories to prove it justified, Now Louis was 
attempting to make his grandson, the Duke of Anjou, king of 
Spain. 


FRENCH-SPANISH ALLIANCE WOULD 
RULE THE WORLD 


The real problem lay in what would happen to the Spanish 
Empire. It had been the greatest empire since the Roman Empire, 
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sister-in-law, Anne, became Queen of Britain. The new queen 
upheld the alliance and the appointments of the Duke of 
Marlborough. 


However, after the death of William, the Dutch were left with 
a deep sense of insecurity. They also distrusted Anne’s loyal but 
misguided efforts to get her husband, Prince George of Denmark, 
accepted as alliance commander-in-chief over the head of 
Marlborough. The Dutch were prepared to accept Marlborough 
as the nominal commander provided he agreed to consult 
representatives of the Dutch government, the States-General, at 
every turn. 


Throughout 1703, while Marlborough attempted to sort out 
the political problems with the Dutch, the war’s centre of gravity 
was swinging from the Low Countries to Southern Germany. 
The Elector of Bavaria, as mentioned earlier, had gone over to 
the French, leaving the loyal Margrave of Baden isolated on the 
upper Rhine. Southern Germany and the Danube valley were 
now open to Louis’ armies. A decisive French advance in 1704 
seemed likely to capture Vienna, and knock Austria clean out of 
the war. Marlborough repeatedly argued and warned the Dutch 
that their refusal to take the offensive only allowed the French to 
strengthen their armies on the Upper Rhine. 


THE WAR OF DECEPTION - FRIEND & FOE 


ALIKE 


Marlborough had toyed with a plan for taking the British army 
up the Rhine as far as Coblenz, swinging south-west into the 
Moselle valley and forcing the French into a campaign on their 
own frontier in Lorraine. Though this would have little effect on 
the war in Southern Germany, it wold have the advantage of 
being infinitely more acceptable to the Dutch than a march to the 
Danube, so this was the idea he put to the Dutch. He put another 
modified idea to the Austrian Imperial envoy and that was to 
march the British Army to the Danube provided that the Austrian 
Empire guaranteed the collaboration of an army under Prince 
Eugene of Savoy, the Empire’s leading general. He then gave 
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the Queen of England another idea and persuaded Queen Anne 
to give him an Order In Council, which was an empowering 
authority which gave him the power to make the necessary 
decisions without consulting back to the British government. 
This also gave him credit with the other two allies. All he then 
had to do was to give the French another wrong idea which he 
eventually did. Finally, in April 1704, he laid the Queen’s Order 
before the Dutch and told them he would campaign on the 
Moselle that year with British troops, and those in British pay. 
The Dutch were forced to agree. 


A LOGISTICAL NIGHTMARE 


To get to the Danube, Marlborough had to work how to march 
an army of 40,000 men over 250 miles through unfamiliar, 
difficult, if friendly, terrain replete with un-bridged rivers and 
mountain ranges. Not a small feat. The rations for the soldier of 
the day was two pounds of bread and one pound of flesh, or in 
lieu of that, one pound of cheese, plus one bottle of wine, or in 
lieu of that, two bottles of beer. If the official rations were 
provided they would be content and would not ask for more, but 
on some campaigns, they might have to march for weeks on two 
pounds of bread. Nor was it just the soldiers who had to be fed; 
their horses and baggage-animals ate up tons of food daily. 
There was also the camp followers, the women and children who 
straggled after them, they all needed food, drink and shelter, and 
were not particular how they obtained it. The armies of 
seventeenth and eighteenth century Europe resembled huge 
maggots, gnawing their way across the face of the land, leaving 
a trail of famine and destruction behind them, The logistical 
problems confronting John Churchill were staggering; an army 
of 60,000 men needed forty-five tons of bread a day, the baking 
of which required thirty five tons of grain and 200 wagon loads 
of fuel to fire the ovens .....daily! The grain needed milling and, 
as the mills were often attacked by the enemy who were well 
aware of their logistical value, milling equipment had to be 
carried. Each of the army’s sixty bread ovens had to be 
dismantled and put on a cart when the army moved and setting 
up the bakery took several days of hard work. The army’s 40,000 
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horses, mounts for the cavalry and senior officers, and draught 
animals for the artillery and baggage train, devoured 500 tons of 
fodder a day in the summer campaigning season, and 250 tons 
of oats and straw every day in winter quarters. Marlborough was 
faced with this logistical nightmare. He sat down with his 
Quartermaster-General, William Cadogan and worked out the 
essentials in just over three weeks. He even made arrangements 
for the infantry to be issued new shoes half-way along the march. 
The States-General in The Hague were notified of his intentions 
at the end of April 1704, and on 20th 


of May, the march began from 
Bedburg, north east of Liege. 
Disengaging himself from the main } 
armies left to guard Holland, he 
marched through Bonn to Coblenz, 


THE LONG MARCH 
BEGINS 


The pattern of the march was easy 
stages for the foot and guns, with 
Marlborough riding ahead with the 
cavalry and sending _ back 
appropriate orders to the main body 
once he had surveyed the line of 
march. He was also helped greatly 
by having the main body 
commanded by his brother, General 
Charles Churchill. Few armies can 
have marched with such care, 
precision and minimal fatigue to the jf 
troops since the days of the Roman 
legions. Coblenz was passed on 
26th of May....at this point, when 
friend and foe alike expected him to 
turn right and southwards, up the 
Moselle towards Trarbach and 
Treves, the first part of his true intention was revealed. The long 
column of redcoats passed the confluence of the rivers, crossed 
the Rhine upon a floating bridge, which his engineers had 
constructed..... 11 days and 100 miles later, the army was at 
Wieslock, south of Heidelberg, in the heart of Germany, the last 
point from which an invasion of Alsace could be mounted and 
which the French at this time surmised was his intention. On 7th 
June, the last leg of the march began; east and south east, away 
from the Rhine, striking out decisively for the Danube. 


BUILDING THE TRAP 


The French marshals in eastern France, Villeroi and Tallard, 
were taken completely by surprise, having joined forces at 
Landau to repel what looked like being a certain invasion of 
Alsace (Marlborough had reinforced the illusion by having a 
bridge built over the Rhine at Phillipsburg). The marshals were 
nonplussed when Marlborough marched for the Danube. 
Beyond the River Nekar, Marlborough was joined by the 
contingents of Prussia and other German states, and on 11th June, 
he met the Margrave, Prince Louis of Baden, commanding the 
Austrian Imperial Army of the Rhine and Prince Eugene, who,

though he had no official command, represented the supreme 
military control of the Austrian empire. Here, for the first time, 
began that splendid comradeship of the Duke and Prince Eugene, 
which for seven years continued without jealousy or defeat. 


‘The annuls of the British army contain no more heroic episode 
than the Duke of Marlborough’s march from the North Sea to 
the Danube. All the French plans for the campaign were held in 
suspense while it proceeded. By the time the French marshals 
had referred the whole conundrum 
to Louis XIV, who ordered 
Villeroi to stay where he was and 
ordered Marshal Tallard to march 
towards Bavaria, it was too late. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN 
BAVARIA 


As the Duke quitted the low 
countries, Marshal Villeroi had 
moved to meet him on the Moselle 
and of course was disappointed to 
find that he wasn’t there. When 
the Duke had reached Heidelberg, 
the French marshals started to 
prepare for a campaign on the 
upper Rhine. Tallard’s men had 
not even crossed the Rhine when, 
on 27th June, Marlborough’s army 
closed up at the end of its long 
march at Giengen, only eighteen 
miles north-east of Ulm. Only 
then, when he was at the Danube, 
did the French fully understand 
that the Duke intended to invade 
Bavaria and rescue Vienna. He 
had placed his army in the path of 
any French attack on the Austrian 
capital. This march was fraught with danger as, if the French had 
anticipated his movements, he could have been overwhelmed 
with armies that the French had no shortage of, but it was like a 
game of draughts, because he had the initiative. They were two 
moves behind and when he got to the other side, he was crowned 
and doubly powerful. 


The Duke and the Margrave arrived at the Danube and, in a 
bloody assault, stormed the strong entrenchments of the 
Schellenburg line, drove the defenders into the river, and forced 
an entry into Bavaria. As the Elector of Bavaria would not yield, 
the Duke delivered the country to military execution, and 
grievous devastation followed, the British soldiers of the day 
were not known for their gentlemanly attitudes! Most of the rank 
and file were on the wild side and could easily be mistaken for a 
group of todays British soccer fans.... pillaging and burning 
Europe appears to be inbuilt in Britain’s generic heritage. 


The Duke had asked Prince Eugene to block any French 
attempts to reinforce the armies of Bavaria but Marshal Tallard 
was already across the Rhine and all Eugene could do, was to 
leave enough troops to bluff the French Marshal Villeroi into 
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staying in the Black Forest and then march east to join 
Marlborough. Keen to recover the initiative as quickly as 
possible, Marshal Tallard joined up with Marshal Marsin and the 
Elector of Bavaria on Sth of August. (All of these French 
marshals and the elector commanded their own separate armies 
and Tallard was placed in overall command). 


OVER-CAUTIOUS ALLY SENT ELSEWHERE 


Prince Eugene and the Duke met and re-joined forces on 6th 
August. The Margrave had not yet supplied the siege guns 
promised to Marlborough before the long march, and he proved 
to be an over-cautious, touchy and unhelpful ally. The Duke 
persuaded the Margrave that he should take 20,000 men and 
besiege Ingolstadt, an independent command which pleased him, 
and relieved Marlborough and Eugene of the Margrave’s 
inhibiting caution. Eugene’s army was to stay put around 
Hochstadt on the Danube and look temptingly isolated, with 
Marlborough keeping carefully in touch some twenty miles to 
the east. 


On 10th August, Eugene informed 
Marlborough that he was in contact with the 
Franco-Bavarians. He held on at 
Hochstadt until he was sure that the 
combined Franco-Bavarian army was 
coming for him, then pulled out on the 
11th and withdrew to the east, 
te-joining forces with Marlborough 
again on the 12th. The twin ; 
captains as they were described 
(one soul in two bodies) fell 
upon the French and Bavarian 
army at Blenheim on the 
Danube early on the "3a 
morning of 13th August, 
the Duke had decided to 
flout the conventions 
of the eighteenth 
century warfare (line 
up and ask the other 
side if they want to open fire first , when they are ready ) and 
attack Marshal Tallard’s French/Bavarian army of 56,000 men 
with their 52,000 men. 


COULDN'T BELIEVE HIS EYES 


Marshal Tallard was stupefied when the lifting mists revealed 
nine immense columns bearing down on his position. Only an 
hour earlier, at 7am, he had sent a despatch to Louis XIV 
Teporting that the enemy was retreating towards Norlingen; 
information cunningly planted by allied deserters, and French 
over-reliance on the accepted military conventions of the day had 
resulted in complete surprise. Fortunately for Tallard, 
Marlborough was unable to launch an attack until after midday, 
as Eugene and the allied right wing were delayed by difficult 
country. During this respite, Tallard deployed his army along a 
three mile ridge overlooking the Nebel from a distance of eight 
hundred yards. His position was strong - both flanks were 
protected, the left by wooded hills, the right by the Danube. 






















Along the ridge stood a line of defensible villages, to their front 
the marshes of the Nebel presented a difficult obstacle. Planning 
to lure Marlborough to attack this sector, Tallard drew up his 
massed cavalry practically unsupported by infantry in the centre, 
intending to use Clerambault’s and Blainville’s battalions from 
Blenheim and Oberglau against the flanks of the marsh-bound 
allies in support of the decisive, frontal cavalry charge of the 
concentrated French squadrons. 


Marlborough did not disappoint Tallard in selecting this apparent 
death-trap for his main assault, but the Duke had not failed to 
notice several weaknesses in the French position. If the garrisons 
of Blenheim and Oberglau could be effectively contained within 
their positions, Tallards centre would be dangerously exposed. 
Moreover, the left of the enemy array (Marsin and the Elector of 
Bavaria) formed a virtually independent army, and it would be 
difficult for the French commander Tallard, to ensure full 
co-operation between his two flanks. It would probably be wrong 
to credit Marlborough with a clear cut plan of action before the 


battle opened, but doubtless, he appreciated the opportunity 
offered by the weak centre. 


By 10.00am, the allied left and centre were in position, the 
former including the pick of the English battalions under the 
command of Lord Cutts, the latter drawn up in a unique 
formation, four lines deep, under General Churchill, the Duke’s 
brother. Shortly after mid-day, Eugene was at last in position 
and the battle could begin. In overall terms, the French enjoyed 
a slight numerical advantage of 56,000 against 52,000 and a 
decided superiority in artillery; 90 cannons facing 60. The allies 
possessed a slight superiority in cavalry; 160 squadrons against 
140, but deploying only 65 infantry battalions to the 
French/Bavarian 79. 


THE ATTACK ON BLENHEIM BEGINS 


About 12.30pm, Lord Cutts launched the first attack against 
Blenheim. His leading brigade held it’s fire until it had advanced 
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within sword distance of the palisades, but the French garrison 
repulsed the onslaught, killing the brigade commander, Rowe. 
A bold counter-attack by three squadrons of the elite 
gendarmerie was beaten off by the next brigade and, after 
pausing to extend his front, Cutts ordered a second assault. This 
too was beaten back, but Clerambault was so impressed by the 
ferocity of those attacks that on his own authority, he packed first 
seven, and then a further eleven battalions of Tallards reserve 
infantry into the already overcrowded village. The 
commander-in-chief meanwhile, had been visiting Marshal 
Marsin, and was fully occupied watching the rout of eight 
squadrons of the gendarmerie by five English cavalry units under 
Colonel Palmes. This reverse, though slight in itself, shook 
Tallard’s faith in ultimate victory. 


Blenheim safely masked, Marlborough was free to concentrate 
on Oberglau, where the Prince of Holstein-Beck’s initial assault 
had been halted by Blainville’s garrison. Foremost amongst 
them, were the ‘wild geese’, the Irish mercenary legion that 
served in the French pay, This check nearly turned into a rout 
when Tallard ordered up his first line 
of cavalry, but the exploitation of 
their initial success was 
mishandled, affording 
Marlborough enough time 
to lead three Hanovarian 
battalions and several 
batteries to rally the 
line. Meantime, the 
first and second 
formations of the 
allied centre were 
steadily 
negotiating the 
marshes and 
forming up 
on the 
French 


“i 


side of 
the Nebel 
river. Tallard had already missed his best opportunity of victory. 
The crisis of the battle came at 2.15 pm when Marshal Marsin 
launched a successful cavalry onslaught against the right flank 
of the deploying allied centre. For a time the situation looked 
ugly, and Marlborough sent an urgent appeal to Prince Eugene 
for cavalry reinforcements. Despite his own preoccupations, 
Eugene at once responded to the request and detached Fugger’s 
brigade of Imperial Cuirassiers. These horsemen attacked the 
flank of Marsin’s second cavalry charge and scattered it in 
confusion, Profiting from this success, Holstein-Beck’s infantry 
again attacked the Oberglau garrison, and by 3 o’clock, 
Blainville had been shut up within the precincts of the village. 
Marlborough had surmounted the crisis, and the deployment of 
the centre continued with both flanks secure. 


An hour’s lull followed whilst both sides made their final 
arrangements. By 4 o’clock, the allied centre was firmly in 


position well over the Nebel, cavairy in front, closely supported 
by infantry battalions and field batteries brought well forward. 
An anxious Tallard saw fate about to bear down on his centre, 
he called for infantry reserves to strengthen his cavalry, but only 
nine battalions of raw recruits. were available and they were all 
confined in Blenheim and Oberglau. Clerambault’s earlier folly 
was now only too evident. Marin and the Elector refused to send 
aid on the grounds that their wing was too hard pressed by 
Eugene, whose Danish and Prussian battalions were working 
round the Lutzingen flank. This unco-operative attitude 
contrasts strongly with Eugene’s self;essness. 


FRENCH CAVALRY BROKEN 


At 4.30pm the allied centre began a deliberate advance. In 
desperation, Tallard ordered his remaining cavalry to charge. 
thereby earning a temporary respile, for the advance was 
checked. An hour later however, the allied attack again moved 
inexorably up the ridge, and 80 fresh squadrons rapidly routed 
the weary remnants of Tallards 60, who vainly tried to stem the 
tide with pistol and carbine fire. 























The issue was soon 
decided, French 
squadrons broke and 
fled before the impact of 
cold steel, and the nine 
battalions gallantly died 
where they stood, 
Tallards entire centre 
disintegrated in a flash, it 
was almost the end of the 
battle, possibly 3,000 
French horsemen were 
drowned trying to swim 


the Danube near 
Sonderheim, and 
Tallard himself was 
taken prisoner. 
Deprived of even 
formal leadership, 
French resistance 
rapidly _ deteriorated, 


On the left, Marsin and 
the Elector of Bavaria decided that the day was lost, and 
proceeded to extricate their forces, abandoning the Blenheim 
garrison to its fate. By 6 o’clock, Charles Churchill had 
completely cut off the 27 French battalions in the village. but 
these practically fresh troops might still have fought their way 
out, had not Clerambault deserted his post un-noticed and 
perished in the Danube. Leaderless, the garrison hesitated until 
Major-General Lord Orkney bluffed Marshal de Blansac into 
surrendering. Even then, the capitulation was not ratified by 
some units for a further hour, the regiment of Navarre reputably 
burning its colours to save them from falling into enemy hands. 


AN ACHIEVEMENT TO BE PROUD OF 


By 9.00pm all was over. At a cost of 12,000 men, the allies 
had inflicted 20,000 casualties, captured 14,000 prisoners, 300 
flags and at least 60 cannons. It had been a glorious victory. At 
one stroke, Marlborough had saved Vienna, reversed the tide of 
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the war, and inflicted a grave blow on the French military 
prestige. The battle represented a vindication of Marlborough’s 
fighting techniques over those of France. In numbers, there had 
almost been parity. The outcome rested on the tactical 
employment of the flintlock, musket and bayonet, cannon and 
sword. The effect of well-controlled platoon fire outclassed the 
French battalion volleys, and the British ‘fire and movement’ 
contrasted with the static role adopted by the French infantry, a 
relic of the days of the pike and the matchlock musket. Similarly, 
the English use of shock action and cold steel proved far superior 
to the French preoccupation with their mounted arms as an 
instrument of sophisticated firepower. Marlborough’s careful 
siting of his cannon batteries had compensated for their lack of 
them. 


On the Sunday following the victory, after church service, the 
British army deployed to fire a salute in the honour of its victory 
and successes. Marshal Tallard and the officers who had been 
taken prisoner in the battle, were invited to ride out to see the 
army fire, which at last they consented to do, though very 
reluctantly. When the firing was over, the Duke of Marlborough 
turned and asked Tallard how he liked the army, “Oh, well 
enough”, he said with a shrug of contempt, “but the troops they 
defeated were the best soldiers in the world.” “And if that be so” 
said Marlborough slowly, “what will the world think of the 
fellows that thrashed them?” 


AND THE FIGHTING CONTINUED 


Blenheim did not end the 1704 campaign, eventual fruits of 
victory were the fortresses of Ulm, Ingolstadt and Landua. 
Marlborough marched west to the Rhine and crossed it. He 
invaded Alsace and pushed north to the Moselle, taking Landau, 
Treves and Trarbach, all splendid bases for the following year’s 
campaign. Even then, his work was not done. He had to race 
to Berlin and persuade the King of Prussia not to withdraw his 
troops. Next he journeyed to Hanover, to arrange the details of 
Hanover’s contingents for 1705 then on to The Hague to consult 
the delighted Dutch and finally home to England to a hero’s 
welcome. 


Marlborough was a politician - he had to be to retain command. 
He tried to stay above party politics but eventually they did get 
the better of him. His depth of political vision puts him on a par 
with Napoleon. He had an almost permanent vision of the future, 
which is a gift that any politician would be proud of, but he was 
not as the politicians of to-day. They are so transparent and they 
know that all can see through them, but they keep mouthing the 
words that they think the people want to hear. No, our 
Marlborough was a leader from the front, he was the first English 
military leader to strike fear into the French since Henry V, 300 
years before. Marlborough was an unquestioned military genius 
who blended an acute tactical sense of his opponents’ 
weaknesses with patience, and a refusal to be pressured 1n.> 
changing plans. He was always saddled with the tremendous job 
of preventing monarchs and politicians from excessive meddling 
in military affairs. 


The impression given, was a man who could ‘talk with kings 
yet keep the common touch’, and deal with the appeasement 


groups without losing his credibility. He was a warrior 
politician, he didn’t just make war on the French, he made war 
on the politicians who were obsiructing him. He would have 
known how to handle the political traitors that we have in 
Australia to-day, and would show them no _ mercy. 
Marliborough’s record is almost unbeaten, he won every battle 
he was in, and he took every city he laid siege to. Oh, if we could 
only swap him for the meagre excuses for men that we have 
imposed on us today. 


We started this story with a letter, so it’s only fitting we end it 
with one. On the evening of the battle, on the back of a tavern 
bill, John Churchill wrote to his wife, Sarah, 

“T have not time to say more, but to beg you will give my duty 


to the Queen, and let her know her army has had a glorious 
victory. Monsieur Tallard and the two other generals are in my 


coach, and I am following the rest.”

VICTORIES BEFORE THE BODY COUNT 


In our modern wars, you may notice that the media and the 
public are very concious of casualties. In the Middle Ages, they 
didn’t even bother to keep a record of the dead, they had a head 
count and that was it. A few years later, they took a bit more 
concern and scratched them off the pay list if they weren’t around 
after the battle. Not long after that, reports were sent home 
naming the officers that had been killed, and fifty one other ranks 
- ‘other ranks’ because, if they did not have the King’s 
Commission, they did not count for much! 


Things improved a little with the invention of the telegraph 
at the beginning of this century. The next-of-kin received a 
little yellow envelope marked OHMS (On His Majesty’s 
Service) and the telegram would say, “With regret, we have to 
inform you that your son/brother/husband/father (cross out 
which does not apply) is missing in action/killed in 
action/missing at sea/died of wounds/is a prisoner (cross out 
which does not apply). Devastating for the family on a personal 
level, the general public at large were not affected, and only 
interested in victories and economic security - not the price of 
it all. 


APPALLING PRICE TO PAY 


Special circumstances, like the first offensive on the Somme 
in 1916, did concern the general public because so many of 
them were affected at one time. The Manchester Division, 
which totalled around 70,000 men, lost 57,000 men in the first 
seven hours of the offensive. That meant 57,000 envelopes 
delivered in one day, to one area! In one street near Oldham 
via Manchester, every home ina very long street lost somebody 
that morning, the devastation on two generations so severe, that 
the street was renamed Somme Road. 

After the carnage of the First World War became apparent to 
the world at large, there was an effort in the Second World War 
to conserve lives a little more by using massive fire power on 
the enemy before offensives, to try to keep the casualties down 
toa minumum. 


MEDIA GENERATED SENSATIONALISM 


In the Korean War, and even later, the Vietnam War, western 
nations were becoming even more sensitive to the casualty 
figures - the problem was really that the media had access to the 
information and were able to publish it in sensational reporting. 
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The Generals and the politicians 
were the ones trying to protect their 
tails as ultimately they copped the 
blame at home, so their answer was 
to retaliate with massive firepower; 
artillery fire, air strikes, cluster 
bombs, napalm and naval gunfire. 
this all costs millions every time a 
second lieutenant calls it up. Just 
one small artillery shell costs 
thousands of dollars; small 
missiles, hundreds of thousands; 
large missiles, millions; air strikes, 
multi-millions. Millions of dollars 
were ‘wasted’ for little apparent 
gain, the logistics of the Vietnam 
War have been reported many 
times and the ratio of rounds of 
ammo:enemy dead is gargantuan. 


ONE RIFLEMAN CAN 
BREAK THE MORALE OF MILLIONS 


A good sniper, with a familiar, reliable weapon costing perhaps 
a few thousand dollars, and confidence in his training, 
knowledge and capabilities will serve the nation well, and his 
achievement rate of costing the enemy: volumes both in lives, 
unacceptable casualties and logistical support to oppose him 
would perhaps astound the sceptics. His efficiency has never 
been more important than now! Remember, reflection on shiny 
objects is much more pronounced in the early morning or late in 
the afternoon, so you must shoot out from a ridge where the sun 
is going down, or vice-versa, coming up, and they have the sun 
blinding their eyes as they are looking for you, then after the job 
is done, you are over the ridge and far away. 


We have looked in past editions at the design and development 
of the rifle cartridge. Before we look at cartridge selection, we 
have to understand more of the requirements that need to be 
considered, requirements that are created by the rifle itself. 
When we fully understand the requirements and compromises, 
only then can we discuss the compromises that have to be 
considered before the decision regarding which calibre to use, is 
made. 


IMPORTANCE OF RIFLING 


We have already seen that a smoothly bored barrel cannot be 
relied upon to project a bullet with a satisfactory degree of 
accuracy to strike small objects at any considerable distance. 
With constant aim, bullets fired from a smooth bored gun will 
hardly average striking in a 40-inch circle at a hundred yards. 


In order to make a barrel project a bullet more accurately, the 
inner surface of the bore is cut with a number of spiral grooves 
and ribs, called rifling. The ribs between the grooves, or lands 
as they are technically called, bite into the bullet as it passes 
through the bore, and gives it a spiral or turning motion, which 
persists after the bullet leaves the muzzle.

A barrel to be rifled is first drilled with a hole slightly smaller 
than its completed smooth or bore diameter. This hole is then 
reamed slightly larger to finished bore diameter, to give it a 
smooth interior surface. At this point it is inspected for 
straigthtness of bore, and if it is not straight, the barrel is bent a 
little to straighten the bore. It is then rifled in a rifling machine 
with a cutter ora broach which cuts or engraves the required pitch 
or spiral turn. Usually from two to eight groves are cut 
equidistant around the surface of the smooth bore. These grooves 
are cut from two to five thousandths of an inch deep, and are 
usually about twice as wide as the original surface of the bore, 
or lands, left between them. The distance or diameter from the 
bottom of one to the bottom of the opposite groove is termed the 
groove diameter, and the diameter of the original bore before it 
was rifled, that is the top of one land to the top of the opposite 
land, is termed bore diameter or land diameter. These diameters 
in the United States (it’s the world’s biggest firearm market so it 
dominates the world in this field) are measured in thousandths 
of an inch, and in the countries that have been silly enough to go 
metric, in some instances they measure in millimeters and in 
others, to conform to the market forces, they measure in 
thousandths of an inch, Generally speaking, the calibre of a rifle 
is its bore or land diameter, although this is not always strictly 
adhered to in our descriptive nomenclature as we shall see later. 


THE BORE IS NOT A BOAR 


Thus our old SLR L1A1 is calibre .30 (a calibre is a term of 
measurment for a hundredth of an inch ie .30 cal is any size from 
.299 To .399, .20 calibre is any size from .199 to .299). They 
have a bore diameter of .300 inch, and are rifled with grooves 
.004 inch deep, making the groove diameter .308 inch, The 
bullet for such a rifling is made slightly larger in diameter than 
the bore diameter, usually about groove diameter. As a result, 
when this bullet is fired through the barrel the lands cut into its 
surface and make it follow the twist of the rifling instead of 
driving straight forward. The bullet thus rotates or spins during 
its flight, cither to the right or the left, depending on the direction 
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of the twist or spiral of the rifling. Almost all the barrels made 
in the United States are rifled with a right hand or clockwork 
twist, and the bullet rotates to the right. About the only ones that 
were not was the M17 Enfield, and Colt pistols, which have a 
left hand twist. The M17 rifles were first made in the United 
States for an order and specifications from Britain which called 
for a left hand twist. This was the P14 Enfield in 303 British. 
When the United States army required several million of them 
to supply their army in World War I, they used the same 
machines, although a different calibre 30-06, hence the left hand 
twist. Colonel Colt manufactured his early revolvers in England, 
giving the rifling a left hand twist in conformity with the general 
practice in England, and this custom still persists in the company 
he founded.

TWIST AGAIN 


British gunmakers have usually preferred a left-hand twist. 
They adopted it originally in order to compensate for the drift 
due to the rotation of the earth in the northern hemisphere. When 
arifle is fired the bullet twists or rotates in one direction, and the 
barrel also rotates slightly in the other direction. This rotation of 
the barrel was quite noticable in early days when firing large 
calibre rifles with very heavy bullets, but is hardly apparent in 
these times of smaller bores and lighter bullets. The stock of 
course, rotates with the barrel. A left-hand twist has the effect 
of twisting the butt of the rifle away from the firer’s cheek instead 
of into it, and thus the twist is not so apparent or disconcerting 
to the firer. The writer does not know why barrels made in the 
United States still use the right handed twist as this knowledge 
has been available since before Queen Victoria died in 1901. 
There is no difference in the effectiveness (results of what issues 
forth from the barrel) of the two directions of twist. One is just 
as good in all respects as the other. 


Manufacturers seem to hold the bore and groove diameters to 
a tolerance of not more than .001 inch above the standard, but in 
war time, slip an extra thousandth of an inch to facilitate the mass 
production. Thus, with our old 30 calibre rifle made in peace 
time, the bore and groove diameter are standard at .300 and .308 
inch respectively. In war time however, barrels may be accepted 
where these diameters run as high as .302 and .310 inch. Before 








the development of modern precision machinery, these 
tolerances used to be much larger. 


GROOVY 


It has been claimed that by having an odd number of grooves 
of rifling, intead of an even number, and cutting only one groove 
ata time, it is possible to cut the grooves to a more uniform depth, 
and smoother, because the rifling rod under the cutter has a more 
even and wider bearing on the bore diameter, and hence better 
backing. Yet many of the world’s best barrel manufacturers cut 
with an even number of grooves which seems to refute the belief 


It is also debatable 
whether it is best to finish 
off the muzzle of the barrel 
perfectly square, with a 
sharp right angle 
terminating the grooves 
and land at the muzzle, or 
whether to countersink the 
muzzle with a slight bevel. 
All of our manufacturers 
now countersink the 
muzzle because it is better 
protected from any 
damage that might deform 
it unevenly. Those 
custom barrels which have 
purposely been left square 
and flat at the muzzle, do 
not seem to have gained 
any particular advantage for it. The muzzle must certainly be 
even and symmetrical all around its diameter, otherwise just as 
the base of the bullet departs from the muzzle, the powder gas 
would rush out on the short or more beveled side first, and would 
lip the bullet to the opposite side. 


CUT & POLISH 


After the bore has been reamed and rifled, some manufacturers 
polish their bores by leading them with a lap and fine emery, the 
lap folowing the spiral of the rifling and polishing bit on top of 
the lands and in the grooves. Other manufacturers, it’s probably 
better if we don’t get too involved with names, do not polish, but 
rely on the perfection of their cutters and reamers to produce 
smooth grooves and lands. Both practices, no matter how done, 
result in slight scratches on the surface. The scratches with the 
emery polished bore are finer, and are all parallel with the spiral 
of the rifling, hence they do not “file” the bullet, and there is less 
friction. If the bore is not polished, the slightly rougher scratches 
of the rifling cutter will also be in line with the spiral, but the 
scratches on top of the lands made by the turning reamer will be 
at right angles to the bore, and will cause friction with the bullet. 
In the last twenty years, I have had the fortune to shoot hundeds 
of thousands of jacket bullets through both type of barrels, I have 
always cleaned these rifles with copper solvents after use and in 
most, but not all, the jacket fouling has been much more severe 
in the unlapped barrels, but I couldn’t say that unlapped barrels

were more accurate then lapped barrels or vice-versa. If a new 
owner of a rifle wishes to lap his barrel, the information of how 
to do it is available in Roy Dunlop’s book ‘Gunsmithing’. 


SPINNING TO THE TOP 


If a spherical or cylindrical bullet is rotated with sufficient 
speed it becomes in effect, a gyroscope or gyrostat. A spinning 
top is a good example of a gyrostat. A gyrostat tends to keep in 
the same plane as it was in when given its original rotating motion 
and it strongly resists an influence 
which would tend to force it out of that 
plane. Thus the rotating bullet flies 
straight in prolongation with the axis 
of the bore in which it receives its 
rotation, and also, if it is a cylindrical 
or conical bullet, it flies with its point 
to the front. As boys, you have all 
played at spinning a top. If the top is 
just right, it will spin upon its point, 
and if the floor or surface is level, it 
will spin on one spot. It appears to ‘go 
to sleep’ or, in other words, it has 
gyrostatic stability. If it is spun too 
fast, it will wobble a bit until its 
rotation has fallen to the proper 
amount, when it again it will go to 
sleep until its speed of rotation has 
fallen too low, when it again begins to 
wobble and finally falls over. If the 
original rotation is not fast enough the 
top wobbles and falls over at once. 


PUT THE BULLET TO SLEEP 


Aspinning bullet performs in exactly the same way as the top. 
If the twist of rifling is just right, and if other conditions are 
correct, a cylinrical bullet will go to sleep when it leaves the 
muzzle of the rifle, and it will cut through the air with such 
gyrostatic stability that it will keep its point to the front and travel 





ona course through the air in almost exact prolongation with the 
axis of the bore (less the fall due to gravity and air resistance and 
possible wind deflection) to a very considerable distance. In fact, 
its stability may be such that sucessively fired bullets may not 
have a greater dispersion than a minute of angle; that is they may 
group in a spot or circle, not more than one inch in diameter at 
100 yards or ten inches in diameter at 1,000 yards. A round ball 
fired from a smooth bore gun cannot be relied upon to group in 
much better than 40 inches at 100 yards and it loses all semblance 
of accuracy shortly beyond that distance. 


Finally, at a more or less greater distance, depending on the 
type of rifle and cartride, the energy of forward velocity and the 
velocity of rotation fall off to such an extent that the bullet loses 
its stability, begins to wobble, then no longer flies wih its point 
to the front, accuracy of flight disappears, the bullet encounters 
much air resistance, and finally falls to the ground, 


The longer the bullet is, with respect to its diameter, the faster 
it must be rotated, that is the quicker must be the twist of the 
rifling, to give it stability. Also, the slower the velocity of the 
bullet the quicker must be its twist, we designate different twists 
by the number of inches of barrel length in which the rifling 
makes one complete turn. A ten inch twist is one that makes a 
complete turn in ten inches of the barrel length. 


As an example of twist, let’s look at the 30-06 Spingfield that 
was used by the United States army for many years. It was a 30 
calibre, the original cylindrical bullet weighed 220 grains, it had 
a diameter of .308 inch, and was about 1.25 inches in length.

while a rifle may not be used at distances over 1,000 yards, the 
machine guns must throw bullets with a fair degree of accuracy 
to 2,500 yards and beyond. It was found by calculation, as well 
as by experiment, that the rifling of the barrel had to be given 
one complete turn in ten inches in order to maintain stability and 
accuracy to extreme machine gun ranges and accordingly, all 
barrels were changed to this 10 inch twist in the rifles and the 
machine guns. However, while such a quick twist isn’t 
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detrimental at shorter ranges, it is not really essential for rifles of 
this calibre which are not used over 1,000 yards. It was 
demonstrated by H.M. Pope in 1904 that a 14 inch twist would 
stabilize a well-made .30 calibre 220 grain bullet to a 1,000 yards 
at least, when fired at a muzzle velocity of 2,200 feet per second. 


The barrel of the 250-3000 Save rifle was originally made with 
a 14 inch twist for a .257 inch bullet of 87 grains. This twist would 
stabilize a bullet up to 100 grains to all sporting distances (500 
yards at least) when the bullet was fired at a muzzle velocity of 
2,500 feet per second or over. The 14 inch twist would not 
stabilize the 117 grain bullet though, even to 200 yards, unless it 
was given a muzzle velocity of 2500 fps or over, and such 
velocity was not practical in the Savage lever action rifle within 
the limits of its breech or chamber pressure. 


TOP TWISTISTICS 


Inthe .257 Roberts cartridge, which has aslightly greater powder 

capacity than the Savage cartridge, a 10 inch twist stabilizes this 
long 117 grain bullet at the muzzle velocity 2500 fps to 600 yards 
at least. This same 10 inch twist is a little too fast for the lighter 
and shorter 87 grain bullet which does not give its best accuracy 
in such a fast twist. Again we see the same laws pertaining as to 
the boys top. 


As another example, take rifles for the .22 rimfire. Barrels for 
the .22 Short cartridge, which are loaded with a short 30 grain 


bullet to muzzle velocity of 1030 fps are given a 22 inch twist, 
while those for the .22 Long rifle cartridge loaded with a 40 grain 
bullet at muzzle velocity of 1075 fps have a 16 twist. If we 
techamber a .22 Short barrel for the .22 Long rifle cartridge, and 
fire the latter cartrige in it, the bullets will key-hole; that is they 
will not fly with their points to the front, will make a hole in the 
paper target that looks like a key-hole and will not shoot 
accurately. We can take this same .22 Short barrel (22 inch twist) 
and rechamber it for the .22 Hornet cartridge which shoots a 45 
grain bullet at muzzle velocity of 2,600 fpa and get fair accuracy 
up to 100 yards at least, thus showing the part that velocity plays 
in selecting the proper twist of rifling, or the part that the bullet’s 
length plays on the selection of the rifling twist, and the part of 
spin and gyroscopic stability that plays a part in keeping that 
bullet on track to the chosen target. We hope you have all learned 
something about the subject in hand and have not become side 
tracked and taken up spinning-top lessons instead. 


INTERNAL TWISTISTICS 


If you have followed this series up to now, you may well by now 
appreciate that the important thing about rifle shooting is to keep 
trying. It’s not what physical equipment you have, it’s how 
quickly you can sort out the problems from the thousands of 
unconnected pieces of information that are available to you once 
you know where to go. In the next edition we will be continuing 
with the discussion on barrels, the experts call it internal 
ballistics.

WHO NEEDS AN INVITATION? 


Th October, with the green light given to them by the 
Australian government, and the government of the United States, 
the Indonesian government launched Operasi Komodo 
(Operation Great Lizard) Komodo is an island and the name of 
the large dragon that lives there. 


To annexe East Timor, they 
initially tried to get an invitation

This was poetic in a way, as they were from 
western television stations and the Australian Communist Prime 
Minister, Gough Whitlam, had told President Suharto in

September at the meeting at Djakarta, “that Indonesia could do 
what it liked with Timor.” 


IT’S FOR YOUR OWN GOOD! 


On November 28th, Fretilin declared East Timor an 
independent state. Nine days later, using the communist threat 
as an excuse, Suharto officially invaded East Timor. At first, the 
Muslim backed Apodeti party and the UDT, supported the 
Indonesian invasion and the 
provisional government. Then 
the death toll became 
unacceptable to even them, 
i) 60,000 had died already, and 
the Apodeti 
i) Indonesian-appointed 
governor wrote to Suharto, 
complaining about the killings.

In Dili, hundreds of Chinese civilians were 
shot and thrown off the wharf into the sea. In Maubara and 
Luiquica, the entire Chinese population were wiped out. 

Nineteen ships were moored in Dili harbour to remove looted 
cars, radios, furniture, tractors and whatever else that could be 
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found for booty. The churches and the Seminary were looted 
and their books burnt. Australian Consul to East Timor. James 
Dunn, reported that East Timorese refugees were not even safe 
in West Timor: 2,000 men, women and children had been shot 
or burnt to death at Lamaknan. 


FRETILIN BACKED BY THE POPULACE 


The bulk of the population left the cities, towns and villages and 

fled for the countryside. Fretilin forces were swollen by 2.500 
tegular Portuguese from the former Portuguese army, as well as 
7,000 militia and 20,000 reservists, and were well armed with 
weapons the Portuguese had left behind. Fretilin still held 80% 
of the countryside and were growing their own food in the base 
area, 


In the fringe area, Fretilin forces were fed and supplied 
information by the villagers. The Indonesians 
Started to resettle areas with colonists from other 
Indonesian islands, this started to restrict movements 
by Fretilin. The Indonesians built concentration 
camps, and there were severe food shortages due to 
the interruption of pastoral activities by the villagers. 
Malnutrition was rampant. Near the concentration 
camp at Aileu, female Timorese were forced to pull 
the ploughs in the rice-fields completely naked, and 
replaced the role of the water buffalos. Fretilin was 
still managing to get its story out via a powerful radio 
near Darwin. The Australian Government shut this 
down on the 29th September 1976. The Liberals 
were in power then, and they more than likely did it 
fo prove to the Indonesians that their policy was just 
the same as Labor, do as you like! 

By November 1976, the death toll had reached 
100,000. The Indonesian military focused on the 
more educated strata of the Timorese, religious 
personnel, teachers, nurses and public officials. 


WITH FRIENDS LIKE THESE.... 


‘The guns and bullets that were used in this invasion 
were supplied by the United States of America. 
America owes its allegiance to banking and oil, and any country 
that will get it for them is good enough for them. To help destroy 
the Fretilin forces, America supplied Bronco OV-10 jets to the 
Indonesian air force. The US government and the Australian 
government condoned their activities at every stage over the last 
twenty years. British Aerospace sold eight Hawk ground-attack 
aircraft to the Indonesians so that they could be used against the 
Fretilin ground forces in the difficult terrain. Then the US 
government sold sixteen A-4 counter-insurgency bombers to the 
Indonesians. By 12th December 1978, the Fretilin radio station 
ceased operation and its forces appeared to be surrounded and 
ready to be annihilated 

A group of the Fretilin leaders escaped this disaster, and despite 
the new dangers from the air, they were able to rally new forces 
around them. They obtained weapons and ammunition by 
ambushing and stealing them from the enemy, and like the 
phoenix, arose from the ashes. On 10/11th June 1980, the 
guerillas were able to engage the enemy in a six hour gun battle 
near a television relay station. This alerted the world that the 
insurgency was very much alive and fighting fit. 





The freedom fighters had lost 80% of their troops and 90% of 
their weapons, and had to change their strategy. They formed 
continuously mobile units, striking at Indonesian convoys and 
supply lines. Clandestine radio and communication networks 
were set up in the villages. 


ANY MEANS JUSTIFIES THE END 


Suharto introduced Operasi Keamanam (Operation Security). 
Eighty thousand civilians were rounded up, between the ages of 
8 and 50, they were poorly fed, being subjected to starvation. 
They were then advanced across the island, walking in a shield 
like effect for the Indonesians behind them, convinced that the 
Fretilin wouldn’t fire on their own people. The Indonesians call 
this technique “Pagar Betis’ (fence of legs). This worked in 
some areas but not all the time, as the Timorese still hid the

guerillas at a cost to themselves, However at Aitana, Suharto had 
a field day, his troops encircled and murdered ten thousand old 
men, women and children who had been living in a liberated area, 
At Lacluta, four hundred people were killed, mainly women and 
children. Indonesian soldiers took hold of the babies legs and 
smashed their heads against rocks. At Kraras, two hundred 
elderly and sick were burnt alive in their homes, sixty villagers 
of Malim Luro were bound and crushed to death by having a 
bulldozer driven over them. In the concentration camp at Atauro 
Island, the prisoners were given one small can of corn per person 
per week. They had to eat leaves, and roots or anything they 
could find. The children were skin and bone and on average, two 
died per day. Punishment for listening to foreign broadcasts, or 
speaking in Portuguese, included beatings, burning with 
cigarettes on face and genitals, electric shock (guess which 
neighbouring country supplies Indonesia with cattle prods? It 
starts with ‘A’ and you live there!) the cutting of skin, the 
crushing of limbs, hanging by the feet, water immersion and the 
removal of toe nails. 
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One example of the barbarity was a student who was 
decapitated and his sexual organs were stuffed into his mouth. 
In another instance two men suspected of being guerillas were 
stoned to death. 


WAS THE POPE BLIND OR JUST 
MANIPULATED? 


As the church was being eliminated, many priests moved to the 
hills with their flocks and were able to report on what happened 
in the Fretilin areas. In January 1984, students from the Dare 
Seminary, near Dili, presented a document to the Indonesian 
Bishops Conference detailing massacres of children in Lospalos, 
Viqueque, Ainoro and Sumalai. Then priests were beaten, 
churches invaded and their congregations arrested. In an article 
in the Catholic Leader (Brisbane) titled “The Harassment of the 
Church in East Timor” in August 1984, it was claimed that the 
death toll since the invasion up until 1984 stood at over 200,000. 
(The Japanese only killed 45,000 Timorese in World War II, they 
sound humane don’t they?) Prior to the Pope’s visit to Dili in 
October 1989, the Indonesians took great pains to ‘pacify’ the 
Population. If the people should openly come out against their 
oppressors, ‘all churches and objects of worship in the area will 
be destroyed.’ The Pope 
addressed 100,000 people, 
above giant photographs of 
himself and President 
Suharto, One wonders 
why the Pope would give 
the Indonesians such a 
publicity coup! 

At the end of mass, 
demonstrators called out fi 
for independence and the 
troops moved in. Those 
arrested were forced to 
confess that the ring 
leaders were priests and 
students. Major Prabowo, 
Suharto’s son-in-law 
stated that the church, the 
priests and the religious 
were the three factors 
which threatened East 
Timor’s integration with 
Indonesia, and that the 
people must turn against 
them, 


NEXT STOP....AUSTRALIA? 


Transmigration of Indonesian people to Timor was 
commenced many years ago to break the cultural strength of the 
people, they probably call it multi-cultural like they do here. 

The above was mainly taken from the book ‘The Wrath of 
Allah’ by Robert Bums, and he refers to fourteen reputable 
sources for this information.

‘Webley Revolvers’ by Gordon Bruce & Christian Reinhart 


To whom it may concern, if you are interested in pistols, military or civilian, if you are 
interested in history or even cartridge collecting, have I got the book for you! Webley Revolvers 
is a hard covered book of quality construction. The sleeve leaves no doubt as to the contents, 


showing 5 Webley Revolvers artistically displayed. 


This book has over 250 pages of drawings, photographs and text, printed on quality paper. The 
acknowledgments and historical notes more than adequately introduce Philip and Thomas Webley, as 


well as their business types and location. 


This book, Webley Revolvers, is a revision of an earlier book titled The Webley Story by W.C. Dowell, 
who is properly acknowledged before and in the introduction. The research gone into this book is of 
mammoth proportions as it does not just rely on photographs and technical drawings. The plaques and 
medallions are shown in great detail, backed by text to show the origin of these prized awards. The book 
progresses through many of the Webley pistols, in chronological order from the early 1800s through to 


Timorese on January 13th in the western region of Luiquica. 
This is either an admission of coming genocide, or genocide in 
progress, and yet our government still supports them.

The balance throughout the book of text, photographs and drawings is such that readers from mechanical, historical or user backgrounds, will all 
appreciate this as a class book from that aspect. The text is easily read with each topic flowing from the inception of the topic, through the development 
to the final mental picture you are left with. The print used in this book is of ample size to be read easily and yet compact enough to leave you on 
the same pages as the relevant photographs and drawings. Gordon Bruce and Christian Reinhart must be complimented on this aspect of the book 
, an aspect that makes the book interesting and a pleasure to read. 

In comparison to other books of this type, I would have to rate this book highly because the presentation of each page is consistent in quality of 
editorial text and visual presentation. 

This book has great relevance for collectors of pistols, cartridges and military history, as well as a great source of reference material for those who 
have a need.

GUN SHOWS BANNED IN QUEENSLAND 


Inspector John McCoomb is the officer in charge of the 
Weapons Licensing Section of the Queensland Police Force. He 
has changed the conditions on dealers so that they cannot attend 
and display their guns at gun shows, so no gun shows until we 
can get a judge to explain to him, his own Weapons Act. There 
is another strong rumour that the Weapons Licensing Branch, 
under the eagle eye of Inspector John McCoomb, is 
recommending a $15 registration fee for all firearm transactions, 
which of course, will have to go through only gun shops and the 
police computer banks. The Dealers Association will be well 
pleased yet again that all those transactions will be going through 
their shops, but in a short time, about as short as their 
imagination, they will look around and say, “You know, there's 
not as much interest in guns as there used to be, business is really 
quiet. I remember we used to have gun shows and people would 
see new things, and usually they didn’t have the money to buy 
them straight away so they used to come here and I would order 
them for them. Now it’s dead, I suppose I'd better close up and 
go on the pension.” And the government and the banks love it! 

The Gun Dealers Association have been denying their 
involvement in pleading to the police for the closure of gun 
shows, and have been bleating furious protestation of their 
innocence, but I was present when Gordon Nellis spoke on behalf 
of the Firearm Dealers Association, and others that were there 
got the same impression... Bob Richardson, Howard Weston, 
Phil Islem, Dr Astrid Valletti... and Sgt Mel Mitchell and 
Inspector John McCoomb who were all ears and acted upon it. 
The police must have got the idea that came out of Gordon’s lips. 


WHAT FREEDOM OF INFORMATION? 

In a letter from the Police Commissioner’s office dated 9th 
March 1995 addressed to Ron Owen, a Mr R.J. Carson, the 
Director of Administration Division, states: 

Dear Mr Owen, 

I acknowledge your letter of 23 February 1995. As Director 
Administration Division of the Queensland Police Service, I 
have responsibility for both the Weapons Licensing Branch 
and the Freedom of Information Unit. You have corresponded 
with both elements recently on the same subject. I thought I 
should summarise the situation for you. 

The issue is the conduct of gun shows where licensed 
Jirearms dealers trade in weapons away from their licensed 
premises. The Weapons Act 1990 makes provision for arms 
fairs at which licensed collectors may pursue their interests. 
Collectors operating at an arms fair may only traffic in 
weapons held on their Collectors Licence. The same Act makes 
no allowance for gun shows for dealers, and in fact limits 
weapons sales to the licensed premises of the firearm dealers. 
You are aware of the history of this issue. Concern arose that 
the concept of arms fairs was being usurped by the dealers who 
wished to use these venues to trade in weapons. 
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These concerns, and concerns at the proliferating number of 
arms fairs, were shared by some firearms dealers and the 
Firearm Dealers Association. A meeting was heldin December 
1994 to resolve various issues. 

During 1994, the Weapons Licensing Branch obtained crown 
law advice on relevant aspects of the Weapons Act. You are now 
seeking a copy of that advice, including attempted access under 
provisions of the Freedom of Information Act. 

You will not be given access to crown law opinion, Such 
information is privileged and this is a common principle for 
both private individuals and the government. Anyone who 
advised you that you could receive such advice was in error.No 
legal action is necessary to formalise the relationship between 
the crown solicitor and government departments to formalise 
this relationship, contrary to the inference in your letter. 

In January 1995, there were a large number of applications 
for arms fairs. The authorised officer sought further 
information on each application and was advised that only 
licensed collectors could participate in arms fairs. Several 
applications have been withdrawn and up to date, no 
application has been refused. No dealers have applied for the 
necessary exemption to attend an arms fair, 

Iam aware that you have caused Inspector John McCoomb to 
be summonsed to the Supreme Court on this matter. You have 
been notified that the Weapons Act 1990 makes provision for 
anyone aggrieved by the decision of the authorised officer 
under that Act to appeal to the Magistrates Court. 

While it is not in your interests to acknowledge it, there are no 
“Machiavellian plots”, injustices or domineering bureaucrats 
in this exercise; only an application of the law. The fact that 
the law does not suit your commercial purpose has no bearing 
on our actions. I will encourage my officers to continue their 
good work in upholding the laws of the state.

The first word that got my back up was, ‘traffic in weapons’, 
These boys see every sale of one of your’s or my pride and joy 
as trafficking in weapons, just as nasty as trafficking in heroin or 
the white slave traffic. 


ONE MAN’S INTERPRETATION OF THE 
LAW 


The same Act makes no allowance for gun shows for dealers. 
This guy has missed out on eight hundred years of British justice, 
if it is not prohibited by law, you can doit. If it doesn’t say ina 
law that breathing is banned, you can do it. These boys want to 
interpret an Act so that if it isn’t in it, it cannot be done. It doesn’t 
say in the Weapons Act of 1990 that you can fire a shot, so if it 
doesn’t say that, on this man’s interpretation, it means that you 
cannot do it and you have broken a law. But he fails to see that 
there has to be a law there first to break, before you can break it. 
He then goes on to state that the firearm dealers are the ones that 
provoked the situation. 





HAVE THEY SOMETHING TO HIDE? 


The people that advised me that I could have a copy of that 
crown law opinion were Sgt Mel Mitchell, Inspector Fletcher and 
Inspector McCoomb, the latter changed his mind - he was not 
in error, he knew that something was in that opinion that he didn’t 
want seen by the public. 

He then goes on to say that the Crown Solicitor, who is the 
Crown Law Department, is in ‘cahoots’ on a permanent basis 
with the police and have no need to formalise their union. 


A HALF TRUTH IS A WHOLE LIE 


He plays carelessly with the truth when he says the several 
applications have been withdrawn and none have been refused, 
because of Inspector McCoomb’s conditions, no gun show can 
be run and so they are forced to withdraw. Dealers have not 
applied for exemptions because they have been told by the 
Weapons Section that they will not be granted, so why would 
they pay $40. 

Machiavelli was one of the greatest philosophers the world has 
known and continually supported the theory that the armed 
militias, that is the armed population, ensures the moral and 
physical strength of the state against any intrusions. Mr Carson 
does not see himself as a domineering bureaucrat in this exercise 
of injustice, only as an officer doing his job and upholding the 
law. The only trouble is, he cannot point to the law that he wants 
to uphold, only the conditions of Inspector McCoomb.

THE CHINESE TYPE 5.4 TOKAREV PISTOL 


The 7.62x25 Tokarev pistol, or Tula 
Tokarev TT33 as the Russian 
one is known, was designed 
by Fedor V Tokarev. 


As you can see, the TT part 
of the name is made up of 
two parts, Tula and Tokarev. 
Tula is the name of the area of 
Russia that is steeped in firearm 
history and where this pistol 
hails from. It utilises a 
modified Browning. (yes,. 
John M Browning to the 
rescue yet again!) design and 
while this pistol has been 
produced in a number of 
countries, and in service in over 20 countries, in this article we 
will deal with the Chinese model, as that is the one we have, but 
they are all very similar iff design and manufacture. 


The 7.62x25 cartridge used in this sidearm is identical to the 
7,63 Broomhandle Mauser cartridge, and is therefore, just 
different loadings, interchangeable with the Mauser round. There 
are a few changes from the Russian TT33 to the Chinese Type 
54, namely the finger groves on the slide. The TT33 has deep 
rounded slots whereas the Type 54 has the Browning-style 
serration 


BETTER THAN BROWNING. 


Apart from the aforementioned marks, the slide resembles the 
Browning Colt 1911A1. The barrel bushing, which is inserted 
in the front end of the slide to support the barrel and retain the 
recoil spring, is a heavily forged bushing with one large hole for 
the barrel and a smaller hole below in which the steel disc at the 
end of the recoil spring seats. This is much stronger than the 
horseshoe shaped bushing and plug of the type found on most 
Colts. It is different from the Browning in having a 
removable hammer and sear unit, also in the way the 
barrel and slide lock together. The Browning Colt has 
two lugs incorporated into the barrel which locks with 
recesses on the inside of the slide, the Browning type 
starts about half way up the outside diameter of the 
barrel whereas the Tokarev has the lugs all the way 
around the diameter of the barre! while the bottom 











section does nothing for the lockup but it does make manufacture 
of the pistol a lot easer and cheaper. 


IT OPERATES THE 
SAME 


The pistol operates in the 
standard delayed blowback 










manner 


imilar to the Browning Colts. As the cartridge is fired, the 
slide and barrel start back firmly locked together, exactly as in 
the case of the Colt Government Model, by the locking sections 
of the barrel ribs engaging at the top in corresponding recesses 
on the inside of the slide. The barrel is positioned by the barrel 
bushing at the front end and is attached to the receiver at the rear 
by a swinging link attached to the lug on the barrel below the 
breech. Thus barrel and slide travel to the rear fully locked 
during the moment of high breech pressure. 


The bottom of the link on the barrel is fastened to the slide stop 
pin which passes through il and through the receiver, This causes 
the rear end of the barrel to be pulled down out of engagement 
with the slide after short locked travel. Barrel movement stops 
when it strikes against the barrel stop machined into the receiver. 


IT KILLS WELL 


Even though the 7.62x25 round is not all that big compared to 
the .45ACP in terms of the bullet diameter or muzzle energy 
(velocity squared, times the weight of the bullet, divided by 
450240, equals the energy in footpounds at the distance the 
velocity was measured at eg 1390x1390x87 divided by 450240 
= 374.34 foot/pounds) it still kills efficiently with no fuss or 
screams. When my boss was in China in 1983, the Chinese 
Police (the Public Safety Bureau) were being issued with a nice 
neat double action copy of the Makarov 9mm x 18, They were 
very pleased and looked smart in their smaller holsters. a few 
years later they were complaining that they didn’t kill their 
customers as good as the old ones, so they re-issued new 
Tokareys to the nice policemen. 


The Chinese military 
ammunition that is on the market 
just now, uses a steel-jacketed 
lead-cored full metal jacket 
projectile, around the 87 grain 
mark, out of the 4.3 inch, leaving 
the barrel doing 1,390 feet per 
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second (fps). This _ ballistically 
efficient and fast projectile, has the 
ability to travel through the winter 
woollies worn in the cold countries. 


ECONOMICAL 


A few years, ago a large number of 
these pistols were imported into this 
great Country of ours and found their 
way in to the hands of the public, who liked them because they 
were cheap, and ammo was cheap, and they were really simple 
to use. Some of them even made it 
to private security people who liked 
them for their simple ruggedness, 
their slim features and light weight 
and powerful cartridge. The 
7.62x25 is also a great little round 
for the ladies, as it does not suffer 
from the severe recoil of the larger 
calibre pistols and revolver’s 
generated by big projectiles and 
short barrels. 





Not too long ago, the ammo for this pistol and the others that are 
chambered in this calibre, was hard to 
come by so some clever people came up 
with different ways to make the cases. 


One way the Americans found to do it is 
with .357 magnum cases, but the rim has 
to be turned down on a lathe to make it the 
same size as the 7.62x25 round. 

A mate once told me that a better way to 
do it is with 222 Rem cases, or even 


5.56x45 Military cases and trim the length 
down on your case trimmer to the right 


length, then anneal the necks with a propane torch and quench 
them with water, but make sure you dry them out as to avoid 
contaminating the powder when you load them up to shoot. 


With that process out of the way, simply run the trimmed cases 





through the sizing die so as to give them their bottle nec! 
shoulder. Fire-form with a light load to start with, then you have 
good quality reloadable brass. For more info on this project, read 
Lock Stock & Barrel edition 11. 


NOTHING’S NEW 


Fedor V Tokarev not only designed pistols, he also has his name 
on several machine guns, early semi-auto rifles, battle rifles and 
anti-tank rifles. The most famous was the model 38 selective fire

tifle and one of the most outstanding 
features of the Tokarev rifle M1938 is 
that it was the first selective fire rifle to 
channel the gasses straight back to 
rework the action, as opposed to the use 
of a piston, like that found in most 
semi-auto rifles and carbines. This 
system was later used in 1942 by the 
Swedes with their semi-auto - a G42B 
chambered in 6.5x55 Swedish, and 
Jater still in the 1950’s with the AR10 which went through some 
changes and came out the other side as the AR15, then M16 Al 
and A2. Not too bad for something designed in the 1930’s -when 
you look at it like that, have we come very far this century? 


CLEANING 


The importance of cleaning your firearm does not diminish 
with the size, it may in fact make it even more crucial. As you 
would already know from reading other articles, you should 
never Clean a firearm from the muzzle as it can, and often does, 
mark the crown which is the vital part of the muzzle. 


Another reason for not doing it that way is, you push all that crud 
down into the chamber and always manage to leave a little bit 
behind, then when you put a 
live round into the chamber, it 
scratches the daylights out of 
the chamber walls. With the 
prevalence of corrosive ammo, 
it is imperative to use a good 
solvent to remove the corrosive 
salts, even if the barrel has a 
chrome lining or not. I have 
found Whitworth Solvent very 
good for this job on my rifles 
that shoot corrosive ammo. 


The best way to apply this stuff is with a wool mop, remember 
to do this out side as the smell of it is rather odoriferous (stinks!). 
After letting it sit and soak for a while, I find a cup of tea good 
at this time, by the time you finish your drink the barrel will be 
ready, scrub vigorously with a good barrel brush, then runa tight 
patch of flannelette through the bore. When it comes out dry and 
white, run a bit of oil through it to stop the rusting effects, Before 
you can do that to this pistol, you will need to know how it all 
works and how to pull it apart. 
Instructions on how to assemble and disassemble the Chinese 
Type 54 Tokarev Pistol. 
1) As it was, is and always shall be, make sure it is empty and 
remove the magazine. 


2) Slide spring clip on right side of pistol to the rear. 


3) Push the slide stop lever out to the left. 


4) Move the slide forward and remove 
the recoil spring. 
5) Remove hammer unit. 


6) To remove the barrel bushing, turn 
anti clockwise and pull out.

In Australia, that cannot happen, as they don’t have any to 
practise with. They might, if they are lucky, have something 
around to point to, to show a gunner or a pilot what they look 
like. Well, this group of senators has had all this information 
given to them and they keep asking poor old D’Arcy to come up 
with the answers.

It’s great that they can evaluate the new 
infantry rifle and find out all its short-comings. Then, when he 
is asked about the large cattle stations that they own in the 
northern end of Australia, they just love the ones on the beach 
miles from anywhere, what’s wrong with that?

MORE ILL-PREPARED THAN 1941 


Note that in late 1941/early 1942 when the Japanese were in 
Timor and looking at Australia, our army possessed 100 modern 
artillery guns of the 25 pounders type, they had 1,268 motorised 
bren gun carriers, plus 1,157 bren guns. The total Australian land 
forces was 384,925 composed of 95,897 in the AIF and 289,078 
in the Militia -this figure included 14,400 AIF serving with the 
CMF. The small arms factory at Lithgow, NSW had produced 
415,000 .303 No 1 Mk 3 Lee Enfield rifles, and during World 
War Il, produced another 225,000 of them, giving a total of 
640,000. They also manufactured 15,500 Bren guns and 12,500 
Vickers guns. In 1939, there were 60,000 active members of the 
defence-sponsored rifle clubs who were all trained in the small 
arm of the day, the 303 No 1 Mk 3 Lee Enfield rifle. They all 
had one at home, and they all had the ammunition to go init. In 
Australia, we have allowed our government to make Australia 
into a vacuum, an economic, defenceless vacuum. A question we 


can ask ourselves is, who will fill it first? =

As requested, I have investigated the claim by the above William Keith 
Smith, which in brief, is a claim that he signed a document in the 
Sunnybank Branch where he was told that he was witnessing a signature 
with his signature, but he in fact signed a guarantee for a loan of 
$15,000 without his knowledge. I have interviewed the manager at that 
time, John Douglas Sutherland of 13 Disraeli Street, Indooroopilly, John 
Cleland McPherson of 36/700 Logan Road, Greenslopes, who was present at 
the time of the signature in Mr Sutherland’s office, and John Patterson, 
the relieving manager at that time. I have also interviewed the branch 
accountant at that time. 


I have had several meetings with Detective Alcom of the Brisbane Fraud Squad 
and he has been most co-operative and helpful with information from police files. 


Up to date, my inquiries have taken 37 working days and at this point, I 
intend to answer your points as requested. 


1. Yes, our Branch Manager, John D. Sutherland was in collusion with John C. 
McPherson, and most likely received some financial share in the fraud. 


2. Yes, Kelvin Sweeney, ex-police detective, South Australian Police Force was 
involved in the fraud. 


3. Yes, the directors of Pimwall-oro Finance Group were a party to the fraud and 
all had previous criminal records. 
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4. No, the relieving manager Mr John Patterson, the branch accountant and the 
subsequent replacement manager, had no involvement with the fraud. 


The reasons that bring me to the above conclusions are, 


1. In the affidavit of John Douglas Sutherland filed on 21st March 1985, he fails 
to admit that he worked with John Cleland McPherson when he also was employed 
in the National Bank as a branch accountant prior to 1981. 


2. In the above affidavit, John Sutherland fails to admit that McPherson and 
Sweeney’s company, C.G.B. International Pty Ltd, had made an extensive 
application to the bank through the Sunnybank branch for a loan of $8.50 million, 
which the Bank had declined prior to 22nd of February. When he lent the directors 
of C.G.B. $15,000 he was aware of the reasons why the previous loan application 
had been refused by head office, namely, no asset base and the character of 
directors, one being Sweeney, an undischarged bankrupt and the other McPherson, 
who had a criminal record and had been discharged from the Bank for fraud. 


3. In the aforementioned affidavit of John Douglas Sutherland, he omits to mention 
that he did not have the authority under the Bank’s regulations to approve an 
unsecured accommodation to the extent of $15,000. In terms of the delegated 
lending authority, the maximum that he was authorised to approve was $1,000. 
Plainly he had the interest of others in mind. 


4. In the aforementioned affidavit, John Douglas Sutherland fails to mention 
that the two cheques that he approved the clearance on, were both improperly 
signed per the Bank’s basic procedure as outlined in its regulations, as the 
cheques were only signed by one director and the Bank’s authority required two 
authorised signatories to sign cheques drawn by C.G.B. International Pty Ltd. 
Sutherland’s action in allowing this transaction is inexcusable and confirms the 
view that he was a part of the conspiracy. The manager’s authority was required 
to pay these cheques for two reasons, a) that it was irregularly drawn and b) 
there was no formal approval limit recorded in the Bank’s records allowing the 
automatic payment of the cheque. 


If John Douglas Sutherland had been following standing guidelines, he would 
have ensured that: 


(a) a full discussion would have taken place between himself and Smith concerning 
the proposition in hand. For instance, why did the company C.G.B. International 
Pty Ltd need $15,000 and how was the amount to be repaid? This would have enabled 
the guarantee document to become redundant. Sutherland’s diary notes covering 
the interview, simply states that Keith Smith called and signed the guarantee. 
It constituted 4 to 5 lines only, and did not state the repayment source. This 
discussion would have revealed that the proposed guarantor was a man of 59 years 
of age, a recipient of a War Veterans Pension who had a dependent wife and a 
child who was attending primary school. 


(b) A Statement of Position that is required by the Bank so as to confirm the 
sufficiency of Smith as guarantor was taken. This is a mandatory requirement and 
no such document was generated. If security was available, which the Statement 
of Position would have revealed, then Sutherland should have insisted that it 
was provided. 
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(c) Prior to the signing of the guarantee document, it is mandatary under the 
Bank's basic procedure as outlined in the regulations, entitled Guarantees to 
the Bank for Lines of Credit, for the branch manager, Sutherland, to fully explain 
the nature and extent of the intending guarantor’s liability under the guarantee. 


(d) Sutherland should also have done this with ‘special duty of care’ because 
if the Company defaulted on its obligations and it was necessary for the Bank 
to realise on its security, then the resultant situation was that the guarantor 
would have to sell his major asset, which was his family home. 


None of these vital basic requirements as detailed above were undertaken or 
complied with by the branch manager, Sutherland, and further, he did not insist 
that the company directors commit themselves for this debt. 


The directors of C.G.B. International Pty Ltd were never pursued for the debt, 
only Keith Smith. 


From my interviews with Detective Alcom, I gained the following information, 
John Cleland McPherson 


1. Holland Park Magistrates Court 30/7/84, charged with stealing - convicted and 
fined $100, ordered to make restitution amounting to $2,426.58 


2. Brisbane Magistrates Court 25/3/86, charged with misappropriation - convicted, 
2 1/2 years imprisonment. Charged with uttering - convicted 2 1/2 years 
imprisonment to be served concurrently. 


3. Presently under investigation by Corporate Affairs investigators in relation 
to two other matters of serious fraud. Applied for a position as a finance 
manager through W.D. Scott and stated that he qualified as an accountant on 
21/8/72. Reached the status of accountant with the National Bank. He supported 
the Bank through the legal action that was taken by Mr. Smith and signed 
appropriate affidavits for the bank. 


_Kelvin Sweeney 
Ex-detective South Australian Police Force. 
Declared bankrupt at Southport on 27/5/76. 


Brisbane District Court 8/10/80, charged with stealing as a director. Convicted, 
18 months imprisonment. Supreme Court Appeal dismissed 9/4/81. 


From my interviews with John Patterson, he provided some customer interview 
records dated 30/3/84 and they record details of a conversation between John 
Patterson and a Mr Graham Hart, a bank auditor attached to the N.S.W. 
Administration. He was investigating a company, Pimwall Pty Ltd, the favouree 
of the cheque drawn by C.G.B. International Pty Ltd as previously mentioned. 
Proceeds of this cheque were credited to a Westpac account in Sydney. Westpac 
had been contacted and they considered that their customer was ‘kiteflying’ and 


they were requesting that the account be closed. Following these conversations — 
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with Graham Hart, John Patterson advised not his manager John D. Sutherland, but 
the regional manager. Mr John Patterson was obviously suspicious of his manager’s 
involvement with McPherson. 


Action so far 


John Douglas Sutherland was transferred to the auditors office (for 
observation). John McPherson’s records of working for the Bank were removed 
without trace. Keith Smith took legal action against the Bank but pressure was 
placed on his various legal representatives through banking channels and they 
lost interest in the case. The debt was paid by Keith Smith, under duress 
(hospitalised with a heart attack at the time) including all interest and other 
charges, which accumulated to some $35,000. 


Concerns to be assessed 


The danger to the Bank is not that one of our managers engaged in a fraud with 
others that he knew to be of dubious repute, but rather that the Bank covered 
up and protected the manager, and withheld information. This puts the Bank in a 
position of danger where the implications could be enormous. This position 
should not be allowed to arise again. 


7 é : 


It is highly unlikely that Mr Keith Smith would have the financial resources 
to mount a new legal action in any court, but if this does occur, he must be 
pursued into bankruptcy at the earliest opportunity. As you are aware, bankrupts 
are unable to pursue their case or mount a new one. 


While Mr. Sutherland has complied with administrations aim of boosting Bank 
profits, the Bank has been placed at considerable risk in that our Bank manager’s 
fraud could be exposed publicly in the future. Although this might be considered 
unlikely, I recommend that Sutherland be presented with an early retirement offer 
in say 18 months to 24 months time. He should be told verbally that he must 
accept.

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YOUR MORTGAGE 
CANNOT LEGALLY 
BE ENFORCED 


Dr John Wilson has been asked to give evidence to the Bank 
Fees Inquiry, by the Prices Surveillance Authority, (they are 
supposedly investigating the banks, more than likely just another 
white-wash job). His evidence proves that mortgages, to be a 
valid contract under the true legal definition of a contract, have 
to have ‘certainty of terms’, that means that if a contract is really 
a contract, then one side cannot change one part of it. 


INTEREST IS THE PRICE OF BORROWING 


Most people would know that once you have bought 
something, the seller cannot turn around and change the price. 
When you have a contract to buy a loaf of bread, written or oral, 
once you leave the shop the retailer cannot put up the price as 
there is an implied ‘certainty of terms’ in your contract with the 
retailer. 


WHEN IS A CONTRACT, NOT A CONTRACT? 


There is no contract, if the document attempts to incorporate 
variable interest. There is no equity in a contract if one side, 
namely the bank, decides that instead of charging you an interest 
rate of 9% they now charge you 18%. If that was fair and 
equitable, then you could say “You gave me $100,000 to buy my 
house with one year ago. Since you can change the terms of the 
contract, well, so can I. I want another $20,000 to buy a boat and 
if you don’t give me the extra money I won’t pay you back the 
instalments as I once agreed to.” That is the same as the bank 
saying “We want double interest and if you don’t pay us, we want 
to foreclose on your mortgage and kick you out of your house.” 
That’s all ridiculous, but it’s ridiculous on both sides, in both 
arguments (that is what is called a legal fiction). They might 
have a clause in the mortgage that allows them to get double 
interest, and you might not have a clause in the contract to ask 
for extra money, but both are governed by the Laws of Contract 
which have been established over eight hundred years of English 
Legal history. 

Until 1981, the banks were unable to place that ‘uncertainty’ 
clause in a contract, contracts had to be certain and state what 
had to be paid back and when and at what interest rate and for 
how long. In fact, under the Miners Homestead Leases Act in 
Queensland, the Schedule to the Act requires the figures to be

supplied on the mortgage contract of the principle amount 
borrowed, the interest rate charged, the full amount of interest to 
be paid back and by when, on the mortgage form, before the 
mortgage could be legally signed. I asked the Mines Department 
why they accepted mortgage forms filled out incorrectly, and 
they answered that it is only necessary for them to check details 
such as the land identification and the name, and ensure that the 
person was qualified to hold the lease, and that it was up to their 
solicitors to check the rest of the information.

In 1865, the government considered the rights of the borrower, 
and the Common Law, when they introduced the Miners 
Homestead Leases Act, but unfortunately, the Queensland 
Miners Homestead Leases Act has just been rescinded and is no 
longer applicable. Maybe someone at the bank accidentally read 
the Act and sent instructions to their lackeys, the politicians. In 
1981 the NSW government rescinded the Moneylender and 
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Infants Act. This Act restricted the moneylenders from changing 
the terms after the contract was sealed. As soon as that Act was 
rent asunder, the banks pillaged every new borrower. The other 
state Acts fell into line in each state, the federal government 
wanted to de-register and give the banks open slather and the 
state banks were keen to assist. 


An agreement is a contract duly executed and legally binding, 
binding means unalterable. 


The Australian Legal Dictionary, (law reference KD 313.M3) 
quotes: 


Contract: A legally enforceable agreement. 


Most of the rules of contract law in Australia derive from the 
Common Law although there are different statutory provisions 
in each state covering various aspects (eg. The Contractual 
Rights and Duties of Minors). 


At Common Law, eight elements were essential to the creation 
of a contract: 


1) Offer; 2) Acceptance; 3) An intention to enter legal relations; 
4) Sufficient consideration; 5) A capacity to contract; 6) Legality 
of purpose; 7) Genuine consent; and 8) Certainty of terms. 


The banks come unstuck in the above definitions in a few areas: 
1) Variable interest is not certain; 2) The banks are aware that 
their contracts are illegal so have no intention to enter legal 
relations; and 3) Have no legality of purpose whatsoever. The 
latter two points could have justification in every contract written 
by abank in the last 100 or so years. If you have a variable interest 
contract for anything, it is not a contract, and you should be 
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eligible for compensation. 


THE STATE GOVERNMENTS HAVE 
USURPED THE COMMON LAW AT THE 
REQUEST OF THE BANKS. 


The real government of Australia, banks, introduced Credit Acts 
which allow this bank bondage, but the Common Law, the 
common right, your right, is still there in place and is in use every 
day in the Law Courts of Australia. It was used in the Nuremberg 
Trials and the High Court has made several recent decisions 
acknowledging the ascendancy of Common Law over Statute 
Law. 


The law has had glitches like this before and it does take some 
time for it to correct itself, sometimes thirty years. The mischief 
it makes on the population is relative to the speed of its repeal, 
divided by the rate of apathy prevalent in the host population at 
the time.

Truth and 
fairness are why it has continued for so long. 


IT DOES GET MISUSED AT TIMES 


When six politicians claim that the Bill of Rights protects them 
from scrutiny in courts by a what is called the right of 
parliamentary privilege, this is very clever. The Bill of Rights 
doesn’t really say that, but these six politicians will claim that it 
does, and other academics and the media will blame the Bill of 
Rights and the Common Law and press for its removal. We then

lose all the other rights that it covers. They are very clever, aren’t 
they? 


WE HAVE A BILL OF RIGHTS AND A 
CORONATION OATH. 


Some will say, “Oh, but an act of parliament allows them to do 
it”, but our Queen or any future reigning monarch, takes an oath 
in the ceremony which guaranteed our ancient rights, and no 
statute law can be enacted into law unless she, or her substitute 
signs it, and if in that signing, the Common Law is broken, that 
law must be revoked by the monarch removing consent. This 
has only happened a few times this century, but it is an important 
part of the royal powers within the Constitution. (These 
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constraints on the monarch are the same as those that forced 
Edward to abdicate, as he could not marry Mrs Simpson and keep 
the oath). Corrupt courts, will ignore the Common Law when 
they think they can get away with it, then it is up to the people 
to make their representatives aware of it so that they can change 
it back again to rectify it. Then there’s the judge, he has the 
discretion, as has a jury, that when they see the injustice, they 
can rectify each individual case as it comes into court. The 
person that take the banks to court on this one can also resort to 
the fact that Common Law is superior to the Statute Law.

Westpac’s boss says “We are the good guys!” and at the same 
time, a farmer sets fire to his home, himself inside it, just to stop 
Westpac from stealing it. 


Well, if a bank is a good guy, I do think we should redefine the 
word ‘good’. While Robert Joss, talking in Adelaide to the 
Australian Institute of Company Directors, was stating that 
banks were wrongly perceived as ‘bastards’ by members of the 
community, on Thursday, Mr Warren Swift, 38 years old, 
locked himself in the homestead and burnt himself to death. On 
Wednesday in the Federal Court, the family had failed to stop 
the bank from foreclosing on the property. Warren had been 
tunning the property, which had been carved out of the bush in 
the Brigalow area by his father, Syd Swift. Syd, 78, who has 
spent the last year in hospital recovering from a broken leg and 
having a hip replacement operation, said, “They shut our account 
down, and left me without a cent to buy a loaf of bread.” Westpac 
sold off his farm equipment in 1989. He said, “I’m not scared 
of the banks” and intends to keep fighting them at every 
opportunity. 
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After the tragedy, the family applied to the Federal Court for a 
delay in the take-over until after the funeral. An argument 
erupted outside the court when Westpac, ‘the good guys’ 
announced they would oppose moves to delay the take-over. 


WE’RE NOT BASTARDS, WE JUST WANT 
OUR PROFIT AND POWER! 


Meanwhile, Robert Joss, the American who was sent from the 
bank’s owners in the United States to fix up the Westpac losses, 
said, “We are seen as the bastards, but we’re not! We are the 
good guys and we play a good role (in society).” 





Westpac is pursuing an ongoing efficiency drive as it heads 
towards a 1994-95 profit of more than $1 billion. Mr Joss 
conceded earlier this year, that the company would consider extra 
fees and branch closures in its quest to improve returns on both 
equity and assets. Yes, Westpac, one member of the four banks 
in the Clearing House, just one of the faces of the one central 
bank in Australia. Mr Joss is considering return on assets, but 
whose assets are they, Mr Joss? Do they belong to the foreign 
banking houses that own 86% of your bank, or do those assets 
belong to the Australian people, from whom you have filched 
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them, by buying our politicians with overdraft funds for their 
election campaign? You know that you have been contravening 
Section 51 of the Constitution concerning the use of the public 
credit, and that is what you have been using to steal your 
ill-gotten gains. The publics wealth! You manufacture the credit 
by adding zeroes on your computers, and you don’t even pay tax 
on it.
